Ralph  Waldo  Emerson  once  said  “It  is  not  length  of  life,  but  depth  of 
life”.  Sadly,  Susan  was  taken  from  us  much  too  soon,  but  her  legacy  is 
enormous.  She  cared  deeply  about  all  the  residents  of  the  Town  of 
Scituate,  even  the  four-legged  ones  (maybe  especially!).  Susan 
founded  Scituate  Community  Christmas,  a  non-profit  organization 
which  has  provided  many  residents  in  need  during  the  holiday  season 
with  gifts,  food,  toys  and  clothing  to  ensure  no  one  goes  without 
during  this  time.  For  our  four-legged  residents,  she  was  the  driving 
force  behind  the  non-profit  organization  Friends  of  Scituate  Shelter  to 
begin  fundraising  for  the  building  of  an  animal  shelter  to  care  for 
them.  Many  a  stray  dog  found  themselves  living  with  her!  She  co¬ 
founded  POSE!  (Preservation  of  Scituate ’s  Heritage)  which  oversees 
the  restoration  and  preservation  of  records  in  the  Town  Archives.

Public  service  was  another  way  Susan  made  a  difference.  Susan  gave 
of  her  time  and  talents  to  just  about  every  aspect  of  Town  government. 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  Conservation  Commission,  Finance 
Committee  and  various  Citizen  Advisory  groups.  All  of  these 
volunteer  groups  benefitted  from  her  input.  She  researched  every 
subject,  did  her  homework  and  came  prepared  to  each  and  every 
meeting.  In  1996  and  2002  Susan  ran  for  and  was  elected  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.  She  served  as  Chairman  twice. 

Fortunately  we  were  able  to  show  Susan  how  much  we  appreciated 
her.  Susan  was  the  Citizen  of  the  Year  in  1991;  honored  as  a  Local 
Hero  in  1997  by  the  Plymouth  County  Development  Council;  in  2002 
she  was  chosen  Rose  of  Scituate  by  the  Scituate  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  just  to  name  a  few.  She  was  a  reluctant  participant  in 
these  honors,  never  bringing  attention  to  herself  or  her  good  works, 
rather  quietly  making  a  difference  in  her  hometown  to  make  it  a  better 
place  to  live  and  play  and  raise  a  family. 

All  of  Susan’s  work  will  continue  without  her,  but  those  who 
volunteered  with  her,  as  well  as  those  who  have  benefitted  from  her 
efforts  will  never  forget  her.  The  depth  of  her  efforts  and 
accomplishments  will  be  felt  for  generations  to  come,  and  for  this  we 
will  always  be  grateful.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 
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There  is  no  doubt  that  this  past  year  has  been  a  very  eventful  year  for 
the  Town  of  Scituate.  Shortly  after  the  start  of  the  fiscal  year,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  received  notice  in  August  that  one  of  its  members, 
Richard  Murray,  needed  to  stepdown  as  Selectmen  for  professional 
reasons.  Mr.  Murray  was  appointed  Director  of  the  Ocean  Sciences 
Division  of  the  National  Science  Foundation  in  Washington,  D.C. 
The  Town  was  fortunate  enough  to  have  Mr.  Murray  serve  with 
distinction  as  Selectmen  for  the  past  eight  years.  A  special  election 
was  held  in  November  during  the  general  election  and  Maura  Curran 
was  selected  by  the  Town  to  replace  Mr.  Murray  for  the  duration  of  his 
term,  which  is  to  end  in  May  2015. 

In  other  disheartening  news,  the  Town  of  Scituate  lost  a  former  Board 
member,  Susan  A.  Phippen  after  a  courageous  fight  against  cancer. 
She  served  two  terms  from  1996  -  2002.  The  residents  should 
recognize  her  for  her  unparalleled  commitment  to  the  people  of  this 
Town,  as  well  as  her  volunteer  and  charitable  services  as  demonstrated 
by  her  dedication  to  the  animal  shelter,  and  founding  of  Scituate 
Community  Christmas,  to  name  a  few. 

This  year  has  been  a  very  momentous  year  for  the  Town  of  Scituate  in 
building  generational  equity  with  respect  to  investing  in  the  Town’s 
needs  of  today,  while  benefiting  the  community’s  needs  of  the  future. 
Within  the  past  five  years,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  have  formulated  a 
strategic  plan  identifying  and  prioritizing  ongoing  concerns  that  have 
continued  to  affect  Town  infrastructure  and  its  services  over  the  past 
years.  Last  year  as  part  of  this  plan,  the  Board  increased  water  rates  to 
repair  water  lines  and  once  and  for  all  resolve  the  ever  irritating  and 
ongoing  “brown  water”  problems  that  have  plagued  residents  for 
years.  The  Town  also  supported  the  Board’s  recommendation  to 
renovate  and  expand  the  Town’s  library. 

At  the  start  of  the  2014  summer,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  initiated  the 
first  phase  of  a  $22.0  million  water  pipe  replacement  project  and  in  the 
fall  of  2014  completed  seven  miles  of  new  pipe  in  the  areas  that  are  the 
oldest  and  that  have  chronically  caused  problems.  The  second  phase 
of  the  pipe  replacement  will  commence  this  spring  adding  an 
additional  seven  miles  of  new  water  pipes  throughout  the  Town.  A 
final  phase  three  is  anticipated  to  be  completed  in  2016.  Additionally, 
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the  Board  recently  finalized  the  new  library  expansion  and  renovation 
plan  with  an  anticipated  “shovel  in  the  ground”  in  July  2015. 
Completion  of  the  expanded  Town  Library  is  anticipated  by  August 
2016. 

The  residents  of  the  Town  supported  the  Board’s  recommendation  of 
building  a  new  $16.2  million  dollar  twenty-first  century  public  safety 
facility.  The  new  Scituate  Public  Safety  Complex  will  house  the 
Scituate  Police  Department  and  Fire  Station  No.  3  on  the  comer  of 
Mann  Lot  Road  and  Route  3  A.  In  addition  to  those  two  departments,  a 
modem  911  joint  dispatch  center  will  be  housed  within  the  building,  as 
well  as  an  Emergency  Operating  Center.  Given  the  recent  series  of 
storms  and  threats  that  have  impacted  our  Town,  this  EOC  will  further 
protect  the  residents  and  enhance  better  preparation,  reaction,  and 
response  to  these  unexpected  occurrences.  The  construction  of  the 
complex  will  commence  in  the  fall  of  this  year  and  it  is  expected  to 
open  in  late  2016. 

At  the  same  time  that  the  Board  proposed  a  new  Public  Safety 
Building,  it  also  recommended  to  the  Town  the  building  of  a  new  $75 
million  dollar  middle  school  to  be  built  adjoining  the  Scituate  High 
School  and  replacing  the  outdated  Gate’s  Middle  School  (which  was 
built  originally  in  1916  as  a  high  school).  Like  the  Public  Safety 
Complex,  the  Town  voters  approved  this  new  building  at  a  special 
town  meeting  and  subsequent  vote  in  January  2015.  As  part  of  the 
school  building  project,  the  Town  will  also  benefit  from  a  new 
performing  arts  center  to  be  built  next  to  the  high  school  gymnasium. 
Construction  of  the  new  building  will  begin  in  August  2015,  and  open 
in  September  2017. 

The  Town  also  has  purchased  and  placed  into  service  a  new  ladder 
truck  for  the  Fire  Department,  replacing  a  27  year  old  vehicle. 

The  Board,  by  and  through  a  newly  created  committee,  Adaptive 
Reuse  Building  Committee,  is  presently  looking  at  the  adaptive  reuse 
of  the  Town  buildings  that  will  be  vacated,  as  well  as  the  needs  of 
expansion  of  other  town  department  services  that  have  had  a  need  for 
expansion,  but  have  been  restricted  due  to  building  limitations.  In 
conjunction  with  the  construction  of  these  new  Town  buildings, 
problems  concerning  the  undersized  senior  center  and  relocation  of  the 
Recreation  Department  are  next  to  be  addressed  pursuant  to  the 
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Board’s  strategic  plan.  Additionally,  sources  of  new  revenue  to  fund 
these  projects  are  continuing  to  be  explored  through  re-investment  in 
and  expansion  of  the  Town’s  business  districts,  as  well  as  green 
technology. 

Not  to  be  ignored  is  the  continued  support  of  the  Board’s  commitment 
to  foreshore  protection.  In  the  past  five  years,  the  Board  has  supported 
appropriations  amounting  to  $7.8  million  dollars  for  seawalls,  and 
support  of  the  hiring  of  a  Coastal  Resource  Officer  by  the  Town 
Administrator  within  the  past  year.  Just  this  past  winter,  the  Town 
saw  an  unprecedented  accumulation  of  snow  from  a  series  of  never 
ending  storms  that  have  impacted  our  aging  seawalls  and  taxing  our 
infrastructure  throughout  the  town.  At  the  present,  we  have  had  seven 
major  nor’easters  in  the  last  five  years.  In  response  to  this  ongoing 
environmental  challenge,  the  Board  has  approved  the  creation  of  a 
commission  called  the  Scituate  Coastal  Advisory  Commission.  It’s 
charge  is  to  investigate  and  explore  coastal  impacts  from  sea  rise, 
make  recommendation  concerning  adaptation  strategies,  and  promote 
proactive  planning  in  order  to  protect  the  safety,  prosperity,  and 
longevity  of  our  community  for  the  foreseeable  future. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  are  continually  confronted  with  short-term  as 
well  as  long  term  issues  regarding  delivery  of  Town  services  that  help 
us  and  protect  us.  We  endeavor  to  prioritize  those  issues  and  structure 
them  in  time  for  the  residents  of  Scituate  to  decide  not  only  how  we 
can  afford  them,  but  how  we  can  ensure  their  ongoing  survival  given 
the  economic  challenges.  However,  the  quality  of  our  Town  services 
are  only  as  good  as  the  Town  employees  who  provide  them.  You  need 
only  look  at  the  recent  storm  events  to  understand  how  your  Town 
employees  positioned  us  financially  for  and  responded  to  the 
successive  snow  storms,  in  order  to  realize,  that  we  not  only  have  the 
best  municipal  employees  on  the  south  shore,  but  in  the 
Commonwealth. 

Scituate  has  always  taken  great  pride  in  its  long  and  rich  history  and 
unique  heritage  of  freedom  by  the  sea.  It  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that 
the  bedrock  upon  which  that  heritage  stands  are  the  services  that  the 
Town  can  provide  to  the  needs  of  its  residents.  While  Scituate  was  not 
built  in  a  day,  it  was  built  one  shingle  at  time.  The  prosperity  and 
well-being  of  our  community  in  this  21st  century  and  beyond  will 
depend,  in  no  small  measure,  upon  the  continuing  excellence  of  the 
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Town  services,  and  equally  as  important  upon  the  amount  of 
individual  attention  and  affordability  that  the  residents  can  give  to 
ensure  it. 


It  has  been  an  honor  and  pleasure  to  serve  the  residents  of  the  Town  of 
Scituate  as  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  I  thank  my 
Board  members  for  their  love  and  dedication  to  this  Town  and  their 
assistance  and  support  of  me  during  this  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  ADMINISTRATOR 
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In  2014  major  decisions  were  made  by  the  Town  related  to  its  public 
facilities  and  infrastructure.  Over  the  next  three  years  almost  22  miles 
of  new  water  lines  will  be  replaced.  About  80%  of  the  first  phase 
(seven  miles)  was  completed  last  fall  (Scituate  Harbor,  Hatherly  Road, 
Country  Way,  Lighthouse  Road,  Rebecca  Road,  Ann  Vinal  Road)  and 
Phase  II  (  Cudworth  Road,  Elm  Street,  Country  Way,  Lawson  Road, 
Branch  Street,  Captain  Peirce  and  Curtis  Road  )  will  roll  out  this 
spring.  In  December,  voters  approved  debt  exclusions  for  a  new 
middle  school  and  public  safety  complex  totaling  $91,200,000.  In 
addition  the  Scituate  Public  Library  received  a  revised  design  plan  and 
will  break  ground  in  the  spring/summer  of  2015  for  a  $12,000,000 
makeover.  For  the  next  three  years  and  decades  beyond  that,  the 
decisions  made  in  2014  will  have  a  lasting  impact  on  the  quality  of 
services  and  character  of  our  Town. 

2014  will  also  be  notable  for  a  string  of  staff  changes  with  the 
retirement  of  many  long-time  employees.  Fire  Chief  Richard  Judge 
completed  over  35  years  of  town  service  in  September.  Deputy  Fire 
Chief  John  Murphy  was  promoted  to  this  position.  Board  of  Health 
Director  Jennifer  Sullivan  and  Council  on  Aging  Director  Florence 
Choate  also  left  town  service  and  we  wish  them  well  in  their 
retirement.  These  staff  positions  were  filled  by  two  extremely  capable 
and  experienced  individuals.  Jennifer  Keefe,  our  new  Board  of  Health 
Director  comes  to  us  with  a  wealth  of  experience  in  environmental 
planning.  Linda  Hayes,  the  new  COA  Director  previously  served  as 
the  Assistant  COA  Director  in  Duxbury.  Last  fall,  long-time 
Harbormaster  Mark  Patterson  also  moved  on  after  over  25  years  of 
distinguished  service.  Mark  was  directly  involved  in  all  the  details  for 
the  beautiful  Harborwalk  we  have,  reconstruction  of  the  Town  Pier, 
and  Scituate  Maritime  Center.  He  will  be  sorely  missed.  The 
Selectmen’s  Office  /Town  Administrator’s  Office  also  has  some  new 
faces  this  year.  Long-time  Selectmen’s  Assistant  Kim  Donovan  retired 
in  January.  Kim’s  organizational  and  customer  service  skills  were 
masterful  and  she  was  a  dedicated  town  employee.  Lorraine  Devin 
and  Michele  Seghezzi  have  joined  us  and  hit  the  ground  running 
learning  the  myriad  of  duties  the  two  offices  handle  and  are  doing  a 
terrific  job. 

The  Town  maintained  its  highly  favorable  AA+  bond  rating  and  as  a 
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B  result  the  Town  was  able  to  borrow  money  at  nominal  interest  rates, 
some  as  low  at  1/1 0th  of  one  percent.  Maintaining  our  bond  rating  will 
translate  into  real  savings  when  we  go  out  to  bond  the  debt  projects 
approved  in  December. 

The  Town  continues  to  make  a  strong  commitment  to  foreshore 
protection  and  we  devote  a  good  portion  of  the  town’s  operating 
budget  to  coastal  matters,  more  than  most  communities  in  the 
Commonwealth.  This  includes  our  new  full-time  Coastal  Resources 
Officer,  Nancy  Durfee,  who  in  a  short  period  of  time  has  made  an 
impressive  impact  managing  the  labor  intensive  Coastal  Rating 
System  and  Hazard  Mitigation  Grant  programs.  In  addition,  the  DPW 
continues  to  design  and  engineer  coastal  projects  so  we  are  eligible  for 
grants  and  can  expend  the  over  seven  million  dollars  in  funds  that  have 
now  been  allocated  for  foreshore  protection  since  2010.  The  Town 
now  has  a  policy  that  it  will  repair  private  seawalls  if  the  resident 
grants  a  permanent  easement  and  beach  access.  As  of  this  writing  we 
are  in  the  process  of  trying  to  obtain  easements  like  this  so  we  can 
undertake  a  $4  million  dollar  seawall  repair  on  Oceanside  Drive  which 
Representative  Cantwell  worked  diligently  to  secure  for  us. 

In  addition  to  the  work  and  resources  devoted  to  foreshore  protection 
above,  the  Town  of  Scituate,  along  with  the  Town  of  Marshfield,  lead 
the  fight  to  oppose  the  proposed  new  Flood  Insurance  Maps  proposed 
by  FEMA.  The  Town  filed  two  appeals  and  those  will  be  decided  next 
spring.  Multiple  town  departments  spent  endless  hours  on  this  single 
project  and  carved  this  work  out  of  their  own  ever  growing  daily  tasks. 
These  duties  that  will  only  increase  based  on  the  projected 
development  the  Town  anticipated  in  the  new  three  years. 

As  of  this  writing,  over  624  new  housing  units  are  proposed  to  be 
built.  These  range  from  the  construction  of  about  90  single  family 
residential  homes  on  the  former  Goulston  property  by  Toll  Brothers, 
and  the  potential  for  252  rental  units  under  a  40B  comprehensive 
permit,  entitled  Bartlett  Fields  off  Clapp  Road.  In  addition,  54  rental 
units  with  retail  shops  will  be  constructed  on  the  former  east  side 
MBTA  parking  lot  by  Conroy  Development.  These  proposed  projects 
come  on  the  heels  of  what  has  already  been  a  very  busy  building  year 
with  Stockbridge  Woods,  Walden  Woods  and  Greenbush  Station 
already  in  the  construction  phase.  Town  staff  and  development  review 
boards  and  committees  will  have  their  hands  full  for  the  foreseeable 
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future.  In  recognition  of  this,  the  Town  added  a  local  building 
inspector  position  last  year.  An  architect  by  trade,  Bob  Vogel  has  been 
a  great  addition  to  the  Building  Department  and  serves  as  a  great 
resource  to  all  staff.  Finally,  the  creation  of  the  Manager  of  Social 
Services  position  has  paid  many  dividends  back  to  the  Town  beyond 
those  contemplated.  In  addition  to  serving  as  a  resource  to  elders  in 
our  community,  licensed  social  worker  Laura  Minier  has  lent  her 
expertise  to  the  police,  fire,  school  and  Board  of  Health  departments  to 
advise  on  issues  such  as  hoarding,  drug  abuse,  and  endangerment 
issues. 


The  past  year  has  been  very  busy  and  yet  will  probably  seem  sedate  as 
we  move  forward  in  2015  with  our  Facilities  Master  Plan.  This  is  a 
chess  board  of  major  proportions  involving  relocation  of  CO  A  and 
Recreation  programs  from  the  Scituate  Harbor  Community  Building 
(SHCB)  to  St.  Luke’s  to  accommodate  the  temporary  homes  of  the 
library  and  school  administration,  outfitting  and  relocating  the 
basement  of  Gates  Gymnasium  for  the  Recreation  Department,  and 
relocating  the  Manager  of  Social  Services  and  FACTS  Coordinator 
from  the  SHCB  to  the  WPA  Building.  The  Town  took  over 
management  of  the  WPA  after  the  unfortunate  passing  of  dedicated 
citizen  and  former  Selectman  Susan  Phippen.  Following  that,  the 
Town  will  begin  construction  of  the  new  middle  school  and  public 
safety  complex.  These  projects  will  be  coordinated  by  the  Public 
Building  Commission  and  School  Building  Committee  along  with 
many  town  staff.  A  committee  will  be  formed  next  spring  to  study  and 
address  the  adaptive  re-use  of  the  buildings  being  taken  out  of  service. 
Winter  continues  to  be  unkind  to  us  and  the  frequency  of  adverse 
weather  drains  Town  coffers  and  erodes  our  infrastructure.  The  Town 
is  working  on  various  approaches  to  mitigate  these  impacts  and  these 
will  likely  come  to  the  forefront  in  2015  with  the  formation  of  a 
committee  to  study  all  coastal  issues  under  one  umbrella. 

Our  goals  toward  clean  energy  continue  as  we  enter  Phase  II  of  our 
Energy  Savings  Contract  (ESCO)  in  town  buildings.  We  have  also 
received  over  $100,000  in  energy  rebates  from  National  Grid  for  our 
retrofits  under  Phase  I.  The  revenue  we  are  generating  from  the  wind 
and  solar  array  enabled  us  to  devote  $  1 00,000  from  each,  for  the  next 
25  years  to  offset  the  cost  of  debt  service  for  the  new  public  safety 
complex  and  middle  school.  Because  we  are  actually  making  more 
electricity  than  we  use,  we  entered  into  an  agreement  with  South  Shore 
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Regional  School,  to  purchase  our  excess  electricity. 

Each  year  the  Town  endeavors  to  maintain  the  high  level  of  quality 
services  we  provide  but  also  expand  or  institute  more  efficient 
programs  and  new  services.  The  past  year  we  installed  WiFi  in  the 
Harbor  which  provides  free  internet  access  to  everyone  downtown. 
This  will  now  allow  us,  working  with  the  Economic  Development 
Commission  to  develop  cell  phone  applications  and  attract  more 
tourism  and  boating  traffic  to  the  area.  Last,  we  are  working  with  the 
Greater  Attleboro  Regional  Transit  Authority  (GATRA)  to  provide 
some  limited  public  transit.  This  is  the  last  piece  in  the  puzzle. 


In  closing,  I  would  like  to  sincerely  thank  each  and  every  town 
employee  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  contribution  they  make 
to  our  community  each  and  every  day.  For  those  who  have  been  bom 
and  raised  in  Scituate,  they  may  be  unaware  that  the  level  of  services 
we  provide  to  residents  is  far  greater  than  many  other  communities. 
Our  staff  cares  about  the  Town  and  over  80%  of  them  are  your  friends 
and  neighbors  as  well.  As  we  move  into  2015  with  so  much  going  on 
we  ask  for  your  continued  support  and  cooperation  as  we  strive  to 
make  Scituate  the  best  place  to  be  on  the  south  shore.

The  Planning  Board  may,  at  its  discretion,  permit  density  up  to  the  equivalent  of  20  units  per  40,000  sq.  ft.  of  lot  area  in 
Greenbush  or  North  Scituate,  or  up  to  the  equivalent  of  36  units  per  40,000  sq.  ft.  in  Scituate  Harbor  if  parking  is 
provided  under  the  mixed  use  structure,  provided  the  Board  makes  a  written  finding  that  the  developer  will  provide 
significant  improvements  providing  a  public  benefit,  in  addition  to  those  improvements  necessary  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  this  bylaw. 

These  improvements  shall  include  off-site  infrastructure  serving  a  public  purpose,  such  as  sidewalks;  land  suitable  for  a 
public  way;  upgrades  to  drainage  or  water  distribution  systems  where  these  are  desired  by  the  Town;  off-site  drainage 
improvements  to  mitigate  impacts  of  stormwater  on  Old  Oaken  Bucket  Pond;  open  space  in  desirable  locations,  with 
public  access,  in  addition  to  the  open  space  required  by  this  Section  560;  land  or  infrastructure  for  neighborhood 
wastewater  treatment  or  other  community  infrastructure;  additional  affordable  units  above  the  number  required,  or 
other  improvements  deemed  of  significant  value  by  the  Planning  Board.  All  infrastructure  used  for  the  density  bonus 
shall  have  been  recommended  in  the  Master  Plan  or  other  plans  approved  or  used  by  the  Town  of  Scituate  Board  ot 
Selectmen,  DPW,  Board  of  Health,  Conservation  Commission  or  Planning  Board.  In  order  to  make  this  determination, 
the  following  are  required: 

A  The  applicant  shall  provide  a  written  description  of  the  intended  improvements  with  the  public  benefit  of  each 
and  its  significance  to  the  Town,  and  a  sketch  plan  showing  the  location  and  type  of  improvements  and  their 
size  or  extent. 

B.  The  Planning  Board  may  require  a  bond  to  cover  the  cost  of  any  improvements  that  will  be  constructed, 
or  a  binding  agreement  approved  by  Town  Counsel,  to  remain  in  place  until  the  improvements  are 
completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  town. 

C.  The  applicant  shall  provide  adequate  parking  on  site,  in  total  or  in  part,  as  indicated  in  Section  560.6, 
Parking  Requirements  for  Mixed  Use  Buildings,  below  for  all  proposed  housing  units. 

D.  A  specific  time  frame  for  the  completion  of  all  required  off-site  infrastructure  improvements  shall  be 
incorporated  as  a  condition  of  approval  of  the  Planning  Board. 

560.6  PARKING  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  MIXED  USE  BUILDINGS 

Parking  shall  be  provided  for  all  uses  according  to  the  requirements  of  Section  760,  Parking  Requirements,  except  that 
it  may  be  reduced  by  the  Planning  Board  as  described  below. 

A.  Due  to  the  proximity  of  transit  service,  the  Planning  Board  may  authorize  the  number  of  required  parking 
spaces  indicated  in  the  table  below  for  office  or  retail  uses  in  mixed  use  buildings:

B.  The  Planning  Board  may  waive  the  parking  requirements  of  this  Section  for  office  and  retail  uses  in  all  villages 
if  the  applicant  can  demonstrate  that  sufficient  on-street  parking  (public  or  private)  exists  that  may  adequately 
fulfill,  in  part  or  in  whole,  the  parking  needs  of  the  applicant,  or  that  special  circumstances  exist,  such  as  the 
shared  use  of  a  parking  lot  by  activities  having  different  peak  demand  times.

560.7  AFFORDABILITY  STANDARDS 

All  affordable  housing  units  required  to  meet  the  special  density  standards  of  this  section  shall  meet  the  following 
criteria: 

A.  Applicability. 

Applications  requesting  seven  or  fewer  dwelling  units  are  exempt  from  this  requirement.  The  Planning  Board 
may  waive  this  requirement  if  housing  units  are  entirely  within  an  existing  historic  structure  either  on  the 
National  Register  of  Historic  Places,  the  State  Register  of  Historic  Places  or  on  a  list  of  historic  structures 
maintained  by  the  Scituate  Historical  Society. 

B.  Rental  or  Sales  Price. 

The  initial  rental  or  sales  price  shall  be  affordable  to  low-  and  moderate-income  households  with  income  at  or 
below  eighty  (80)  percent  of  area  median  income,  adjusted  for  household  size,  for  the  metropolitan  or  non¬ 
metropolitan  area  that  includes  the  Town  of  Scituate  as  determined  annually  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  (HUD). 

C.  Deed  Restriction 

The  subsequent  rent  or  sales  prices  or  rents  shall  be  controlled  through  a  deed  rider  or  an  affordable  housing 
restriction  as  defined  by  Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  184,  Section  31,  recorded  at  the  Plymouth 
County  Registry  of  Deeds  and/or  Land  Court  as  applicable,  and  shall  be  in  force  in  perpetuity  or  as  long  a 
period  as  legally  possible. 

D.  Location  Of  Units 

All  affordable  housing  units  shall  be  distributed  throughout  the  remaining  proposed  housing  units.  The  number 
of  one-,  two-  and  three-bedroom  units  shall  be  in  the  same  proportion  as  that  of  the  market  rate  units.  The 
affordable  units  shall  be  designed  so  the  exteriors  are  comparable  in  general  design  and  appearance  to  those  of 
the  market  rate  units. 

E.  Off-Site  Units 

At  the  discretion  of  the  Planning  Board,  the  applicant  may  substitute  off-site  affordable  housing  units  which  are 
priced  and  deed-restricted  as  required  under  this  Section.  The  number  of  affordable  units  provided  must  be  at 
least  the  number  required  by  this  Section.  In  considering  whether  to  accept  these  units,  the  Planning  Board 
shall  consider  the  geographic  distribution  of  affordable  housing  throughout  the  town  and  avoid  concentration  in 
any  one  particular  area  of  Scituate. 

F.  Compliance  with  LIP  Program 

As  required  for  affordable  housing  to  count  towards  the  Town  of  Scituate’s  Housing  Inventory,  the  applicant 
must  comply  with  low-  or  moderate-income  housing  regulations  and  guidelines  of  the  Local  Initiative  Program 
(LIP),  760  CMR  45.00,  or  another  similar  state-approved  program  in  effect  on  the  date  of  application.  Evidence 
must  be  provided  to  the  Planning  Board  of  a  recorded  deed  restriction  on  resale,  designation  of  a  monitoring 
agent  acceptable  to  the  Planning  Board,  and  an  affirmative  marketing  plan  prior  to  issuance  of  the  first 
occupancy  permit. 
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G.  Number  of  Affordable  Units 

The  number  of  affordable  housing  units  required  shall  be  equal  to  fifteen  per  cent  (15%)  of  the  total  of  proposed 
housing  units,  rounded  to  the  nearest  whole  number,  except  that  fractions  up  to  and  including  .5  units  shall  be 
rounded  down  to  the  next  lower  whole  number.  The  requirements  for  affordable  units  are  thus  as  follows:

560.8  DESIGN  REVIEW  STANDARDS 

In  reviewing  an  application  for  a  special  permit  for  development  within  the  Village  Business  Overlay  District,  the 
Planning  Board  shall  consider  the  extent  to  which  the  application  satisfies  the  general  standards  enumerated  in  Section 
750  and  the  Design  Review  Standards  detailed  below. 

A.  Roofs. 

Roofs  shall  be  pitched  to  center  ridge  in  keeping  with  the  distinguishing  architectural  characteristics  of  the 
villages. 

Dormers  within  pitched  roofs  shall  be  encouraged,  but  no  more  than  twenty  feet  in  width.  Dormers  shall  be 
exempt  from  roof  pitch  requirements. 

Sloped  or  pitched  roofs  with  a  minimum  of  8:12  slope  shall  be  required,  except  as  provided  in  paragraph  D., 
below. 

To  allow  design  variation,  up  to  twenty  percent  of  the  roof  area  may  be  flat  or  of  other  design  than  a  sloped  or 
pitched  roof. 

B.  Facade  treatment. 

1 .  The  use  of  awnings  or  canopies  over  windows  of  first  floor  commercial  uses  shall  be  encouraged. 

2.  A  minimum  of  fifty  percent  of  ground  floor  building  fa?ades  and  thirty  percent  of  second  floor  building 
facades  facing  public  ways  shall  be  glazed. 

C.  Front  Yard  Setbacks. 

1.  To  reflect  the  different  intensities  of  existing  development  in  the  individual  villages,  while  encouraging 
development  close  to  the  street  to  promote  shopping  and  walkability,  the  following  front  yard  setbacks  shall  be 
established  in  the  Village  Business  Overlay  District:

The  Planning  Board  may  waive  the  maximum  front  yard  setback  on  comer  lots  for  existing  buildings  which  are 
intended  to  be  converted  to  mixed  use. 
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2.  In  order  to  prevent  a  “canyon”  effect  caused  by  the  taller  buildings  needed  to  accommodate  higher 
densities,  in  any  building  or  lot  located  on  Front  Street  in  Scituate  Harbor  containing  more  than  two  stories,  the 
third  story  and  above  shall  be  set  back  a  minimum  of  seven  feet  behind  the  first  story.  In  these  cases,  the  rool 
over  the  first  two  stories  shall  be  exempt  from  Section  560.8  A,  Roofs,  above. 

3.  Parking  areas  are  prohibited  within  the  front  yard  setbacks  in  North  Scituate  and  in  Greenbush  on  Country 
Way  and  the  Driftway  to  preserve  green  space  in  the  town’s  least  densely  developed  villages.  The  Planning 
Board  may  waive  this  requirement  at  their  discretion  where  existing  buildings  are  redeveloped  for  mixed  use. 

D.  Side  and  Rear  Yard  Setbacks. 

In  the  Village  Business  Overlay  District,  rear  yard  setbacks  shall  be  as  follows:

Where  a  property  is  adjacent  to  a  residential  zoning  district  or  a  residential  use,  the  minimum  side  or  rear  yard 
setback  shall  be  twenty  feet  in  Greenbush  or  North  Scituate  and  30’  in  Scituate  Harbor.  Larger  setbacks  are 
required  in  Scituate  Harbor  as  a  buffer  for  abutting  properties  and  nearby  small  scale  neighborhood  housing. 

E.  Special  Setbacks  -  Scituate  Harbor. 

In  order  to  protect  views  of  the  water  that  give  the  harbor  its  special  character,  and  to  provide  a  buffer  for 
nearby  small  scale  neighborhood  housing,  the  height  of  mixed  use  buildings  shall  be  limited  within  key  setback 
areas  in  Scituate  Harbor.  In  Scituate  Harbor,  within  50’  of  the  water’s  edge,  or  within  50’  of  an  adjacent 
residential  zoning  district  the  maximum  height  for  new  mixed  use  buildings  shall  be  35’. 

F.  Greenbush  Design  Standards. 

To  encourage  new  development  on  large  parcels  while  visually  maintaining  the  smaller  residential  scale 
characteristic  of  the  area,  the  following  limitations  shall  apply  to  mixed  use  buildings  in  Greenbush: 

1.  No  building  structure  shall  be  longer  than  one  hundred  twenty  feet  measured  along  any  side  of  the 
building  which  faces  the  street. 

2.  Front  building  facades  shall  be  no  longer  than  fifty  feet  without  articulation. 

G.  Parking  and  Landscaping. 

1.  Driveways  shall  be  no  greater  than  twenty-four  feet  in  width.  Shared  access  to  parking  lots  by  two  or 
more  businesses  is  to  be  encouraged  wherever  possible. 

2.  A  Landscape  Plan  shall  be  required  for  all  submissions,  except  where  waived  by  the  Planning  Board. 
The  Planning  Board  may  adopt  specific  regulations  for  landscaping  in  the  Water  Resource  Protection 
District  and  other  areas. 

3.  Special  Standards  for  the  Water  Resource  Protection  District. 

In  order  to  protect  water  quality  in  the  town’s  Reservoir  and  groundwater  drinking  water  supplies,  the 
following  special  standards  for  landscaping  and  stormwater  management  apply  to  development  under 
this  Section  560  within  in  the  Water  Resource  Protection  District: 

a.  On-Site  Recharge.  To  the  greatest  extent  possible,  all  stormwater  shall  be  recharged  on  site 
and  design  techniques  shall  be  used  to  reduce  the  generation  of  stormwater  and  non-point  source 
pollution  by  limiting  impervious  surfaces,  treating  stormwater,  maximizing  open  space  and 
minimizing  disturbance  of  natural  areas. 

b.  Minimization  of  Impervious  Surface.  Impervious  surface  shall  be  minimized  by:  providing 
only  as  much  parking  as  required  by  this  bylaw,  particularly  within  the  buffer  described  in 
Section  520.5;  using  short  and  narrow  driveways,  permeable  paving,  green  rooftop  systems,  and 
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low  impact  development  techniques  as  described  in  references  such  as  the  Massachusetts 
Executive  Office  of  Environmental  Affairs  LID  homepage 
(http://www.mass.gov/envir/lid/default.htm)  in  current  versions  wherever  possible. 

Treatment  of  Front  Yards.  All  front  yards  shall  be  landscaped,  but  new  lawn  area  shall  be 
minimized  and  the  use  of  fertilizer  in  general  shall  be  discouraged.  Front  yards  shall  not  include 
impervious  surfaces  except  for  a  driveway,  walkways,  or  paved  outdoor  dining  patios,  which 
shall  constitute  no  more  than  twenty-five  percent  of  the  front  yard  to  the  greatest  extent  possible. 

Use  of  Best  Management  Practices.  At  a  minimum,  drainage  shall  be  handled  through  Best 
Management  Practices  as  described  in  the  current  version  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  Stormwater  Management,  Vol.  II:  Stormwater  Technical  Handbook. 

4.  New  landscaping  shall  not  include  invasive  plants,  as  identified  on  a  list  provided  by  the  Planning 
Department,  and  to  the  greatest  extent  possible,  existing  invasive  plants  will  be  removed.  Native  plants 
shall  be  used  in  landscaping  wherever  possible. 

5.  Screening.  All  buildings  and  parking  areas  within  50’  of  an  adjacent  residential  zoning  district  shall 
be  screened  on  each  side  adjoining  residential  premises,  except  where  screening  is  already  provided  by 
an  existing  fence,  wall,  hedge  or  natural  terrain  feature.  Said  screening  shall  be  maintained  in  good 
condition  and  no  advertising  shall  be  placed  thereon,  and  shall  be  designed  so  as  not  to  obstruct  vehicle 
sight  distances  at  entrances,  exits  or  street  intersections.  Screening  provisions  may  be  modified  or 
waived  by  the  Planning  Board  for  good  cause. 

560.9  SPECIAL  PERMIT  REVIEW  PROCEDURE 

A.  Pre-Application  Meeting.  A  pre-application  meeting  with  the  Town  Planner  prior  to  the  submittal  of  a  special 
permit  application  is  strongly  encouraged.  A  preliminary  concept  plan  should  be  provided  at  this  meeting.  The 
preliminary  concept  plans  shall  be  at  a  scale  of  1"  =  40',  unless  the  applicant  and  Town  Planner  agree  on  a  more 
appropriate  scale. 

B.  Review  Process.  The  application  requirements,  standard  of  review,  project  completion  requirements  and 
applicability  of  approval  requirements  described  in  Section  770  Site  Plan  Review  shall  also  apply  to  this 
Section.

AGRICULTURAL  USE 

Agricultural  use  shall  not  include  cultivation  of  marijuana  for  any  purpose,  with  the  exception  of  personal  cultivation 
by  qualifying  patients  or  cultivation  by  personal  caregivers  on  behalf  of  qualifying  patients  or  others  as  provided  by 
105  CMR  725.000  or  except  as  otherwise  allowed  under  Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  40A,  Section  3. 

MARIJUANA 

Shall  include  all  parts  of  the  plant  Cannabis  sativa  L.,  whether  growing  or  not;  the  seeds  thereof;  and  resin  extracted 
from  any  part  of  the  plant;  and  every  compound,  manufacture,  salt,  derivative,  mixture,  or  preparation  of  the  plant,  its 
seeds  or  resin.  It  does  not  include  the  mature  stalks  of  the  plant,  fiber  produced  from  the  stalks,  oil,  or  cake  made  from 
the  seeds  of  the  plant,  any  other  compound,  manufacture,  salt,  derivative,  mixture,  or  preparation  of  the  mature  stalks, 
except  the  resin  extracted  therefrom,  fiber,  oil,  or  cake  or  the  sterilized  seed  of  the  plant  which  is  incapable  of 
germination.  The  term  also  includes  Marijuana-Infused  Products  except  where  the  context  clearly  indicates  otherwise.

440.2  REGISTERED  MARIJUANA  DISPENSARIES 

The  zoning  of  Registered  Marijuana  Dispensaries  in  the  Town  of  Scituate  shall  be  governed  in  accordance  with  this  Section. 

A.  Purpose. 

The  purpose  of  this  Section  is  to  regulate  the  locations  for  Registered  Marijuana  Dispensaries  which  serve  a 
legitimate  need  for  human  health,  in  order  to  minimize  any  potential  adverse  impacts  on  residents  of  the  Town, 
including  impacts  on  residential  neighborhoods  and  incompatible  land  uses,  children  and  vulnerable 
populations. 

B.  Applicability. 

The  cultivation,  production,  processing,  assembly,  packaging,  retail  or  wholesale  sale,  trade,  distribution  or 
dispensing  of  marijuana  for  medical  use  is  prohibited  except  as  permitted  under  this  Section,  except  for  personal 
cultivation  by  registered  qualifying  patients  or  cultivation  by  personal  caregivers  on  behalf  of  qualifying 
patients  or  others  as  provided  by  105  CMR  725.000  found  in  105  CMR  725.000:  Implementation  of  an  Act  for 
the  Humanitarian  Medical  Use  of  Marijuana,  adopted  May  8, 2013. 

Any  establishment  that  acquires,  cultivates,  possesses,  processes  (including  development  of  related  products 
such  as  food,  tinctures,  aerosols,  oils,  or  ointments),  transfers,  transports,  sells,  distributes,  dispenses,  or 
administers  marijuana,  products  containing  marijuana,  related  supplies,  or  educational  materials  to  registered 
qualifying  patients  or  their  personal  caregivers  shall  not  be  permitted  if  such  establishment  has  not  been 
properly  registered  and  licensed  in  accordance  with  applicable  state  and  local  laws  and  regulations,  or  is  not 
operated  as  a  not-for-profit  entity,  or  otherwise  fails  to  meet  the  definition  of  a  Registered  Marijuana 
Dispensary. 

In  no  case  shall  the  acquisition,  cultivation,  possession,  processing,  transference,  transportation,  sale, 
distribution,  dispensing,  or  administration  of  marijuana,  products  containing  or  derived  from  marijuana,  or 
related  products  be  considered  accessory  to  any  other  use,  other  than  personal  cultivation  by  registered 
qualifying  patients  or  cultivation  by  personal  caregivers  on  behalf  of  qualifying  patients  or  others  as  provided 
by  105  CMR  725.000. 

C.  Procedures. 

1.  Applications.  Applicants  for  special  permits  under  this  Section  shall  include  the  following  information 
with  the  application: 

a.  All  requirements  for  a  Major  Site  Plan  Review,  as  described  in  Section  770.5; 

b.  A  deed,  purchase  and  sale  agreement  or  lease  as  evidence  of  the  applicant’s  right  to  use  the  site; 

c.  A  copy  of  the  license  from  the  Mass.  Dept,  of  Public  Health  (MDPH)  for  the  Registered 
Marijuana  Dispensary,  including  the  detailed  written  operating  procedures  submitted  to  MDPH 
and  any  conditions  of  operation  specific  to  the  proposed  operation; 
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d.  A  labeled,  dimensioned  floor  plan  by  a  licensed  architect  showing  the  different  functions  within 
the  building  in  which  the  Registered  Marijuana  Dispensary  will  be  located,  and  the  area  to  be 
occupied  by  the  Registered  Marijuana  Dispensary,  with  square  footage; 

e.  The  proposed  hours  of  operation,  number  of  employees  and  number  of  vehicles  used  for  regular 
operations; 

f.  A  description  of  the  proposed  system  of  fire  protection; 

g.  A  detailed  description  of  proposed  security  measures  to  ensure  the  safety  of  customers, 
employees  and  property,  and  to  protect  the  premises  from  theft  including  lighting,  fencing,  gates 
and  alarms,  etc.  as  required  to  meet  the  standards  of  105  CMR  125.000. 

h.  Identification  of  any  of  the  following  facilities  within  five  hundred  (500’)  linear  feet  of  the 
proposed  location,  with  stated  distance  to  any  of  the  following  as  applicable: 

i.  Any  school,  library,  park,  ball  field  or  other  recreation  facility  typically  used  by  children; 

ii.  Any  other  Registered  Marijuana  Dispensary  or  related  activity  including  but  not  limited 
to  an  independent  testing  laboratory; 

iii.  Any  drug  or  alcohol  rehabilitation  facility; 

iv.  Any  correctional  facility,  half-way  house  or  similar  facility. 


2.  Distribution. 

Applications  for  special  permits  for  Registered  Marijuana  Dispensaries  shall  be  distributed  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  and  Police  Chief,  in  addition  to  the  departments  and  boards  listed  in  Section 
940,  referrals. 

3.  Process. 

The  Planning  Board  shall  be  the  special  permit  granting  authority  for  Registered  Marijuana 
Dispensaries.  The  process  for  application  shall  be  governed  by  MGL  Ch  40A,  §  9  and  this  Section. 

4.  Standard  of  Review. 

a.  In  reviewing  a  special  permit  application  under  this  Section,  the  Planning  Board  shall  insure  the 
proposal  meets  the  Standard  of  Review  contained  in  Section  770.6  Site  Plan  Review,  Standard 
of  Review. 

b.  The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  must  also  find  all  the  following: 

i.  That  the  Registered  Marijuana  Dispensary  including  its  site  plan  is  designed  to  minimize 
any  adverse  visual  or  economic  impacts  on  abutters  and  other  parties  in  interest; 

ii.  That  the  Registered  Marijuana  Dispensary  demonstrates  that  it  will  meet  all  the 
permitting  requirements  of  all  applicable  agencies  within  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  and  will  be  in  compliance  with  all  applicable  state  laws  and  regulations; 

iii.  That  the  applicant  has  satisfied  all  of  the  conditions  and  requirements  of  this  Section  and 
other  applicable  Sections  of  this  Bylaw; 

iv.  That  the  site  plan  for  the  Registered  Marijuana  Dispensary  adequately  addresses  issues  of 
traffic  demand,  circulation  flow,  parking  and  queuing,  particularly  at  peak  periods  at  the 
facility,  and  it  impact  on  neighboring  uses. 

c.  The  special  permit  review  shall  also  be  subject  to  the  procedure  set  forth  in  Section  970.2  of  the 
Zoning  Bylaw,  and  the  Planning  Board  may  issue  further  conditions  to  the  special  permit,  in 
addition  to  those  stated  herein. 

5.  Any  Registered  Marijuana  Dispensary  permitted  under  this  Section  shall  be  located  only  in  a  zoning 
district  that  is  designated  for  its  use  within  this  Zoning  Bylaw. 

6.  Location. 

No  Registered  Marijuana  Dispensary  shall  be  located  within  five  hundred  (500)  linear  feet  of  the  nearest 
point  of  the  property  line  where  the  following  activities  or  uses  occur: 

a.  Any  school,  library,  park,  ball  field  or  other  recreation  facility  typically  used  by  children; 

b.  Any  other  Registered  Marijuana  Dispensary  or  related  activity  including  but  not  limited  to  an 
independent  testing  laboratory; 

c.  Any  drug  or  alcohol  rehabilitation  facility; 
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d.  Any  correctional  facility,  half-way  house  or  similar  facility. 

The  five  hundred  (500)  linear  foot  distance  under  this  Section  is  measured  in  a  straight  line  from  the 
nearest  point  of  the  property  line  to  the  proposed  Registered  Marijuana  Dispensary. 

7.  As  a  condition  of  its  special  permit,  off-site  signage  or  advertising  for  a  Registered  Marijuana 
Dispensary  shall  not  be  permitted. 

8.  As  a  condition  of  its  special  permit,  the  appearance  and/or  aroma  of  marijuana  products  or  treatment,  or 
of  associated  activities  shall  not  be  detectable  from  the  exterior  of  a  Registered  Marijuana  Dispensary. 

9.  As  a  condition  of  its  special  permit,  a  Registered  Marijuana  Dispensary  shall  provide  the  Scituate  Police 
Department,  Building  Commissioner,  and  the  Planning  Board  with  the  names,  phone  numbers,  and  e- 
mail  addresses  of  all  management  staff  and  key  holders  to  whom  one  can  provide  notice  if  there  are 
operating  problems  associated  with  the  Registered  Marijuana  Dispensary. 

10.  A  special  permit  granted  to  an  applicant  under  this  Section  is  non-transferable  and  shall  have  a  term 
limited  to  the  earlier  of  the  duration  of  the  applicant’s  ownership  or  control  of  the  premises  as  a 
Registered  Marijuana  Dispensary. 

11.  In  the  event  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  license  for  cultivation  of  marijuana, 
manufacture  of  marijuana  products,  or  operation  of  a  Registered  Marijuana  Dispensary  is  not  renewed, 
is  cancelled,  or  is  otherwise  terminated  for  any  reason,  the  special  permit  shall  immediately  become 
void. 

12.  As  a  condition  of  its  special  permit,  the  holder  shall  file  an  annual  report  to  the  Planning  Board  no  later 
than  January  3 1st  of  each  year,  providing  a  copy  of  all  current  applicable  state  licenses  for  the  Registered 
Marijuana  Dispensary  and  its  owners  and  demonstrate  continued  compliance  with  all  conditions  of  the 
special  permit.

The  map 
displays  Approved  Wellhead  Protection  Areas  (Zone  II)  and  Surface  Water  Protection  Areas  (Zone  A),  as  defined  in 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Drinking  Water  Regulations  (310  CMR  22.02).  The  information  shown  on  this 
map  comes  from  many  different  sources,  at  different  scales.

Hazardous  material  includes,  without  limitation, 
synthetic  organic  chemicals,  petroleum  products,  heavy  metals,  radioactive  or  infectious  materials,  and  all  substances 
defined  as  toxic  or  hazardous  under  MGL  c.

HAZARDOUS  WASTE 

A  substance  or  combination  of  substances,  which  because  of  quantity,  concentration,  or  physical,  chemical  or 
infectious  characteristics  may  cause,  or  significantly  contribute  to  an  increase  in  mortality  or  an  increase  in  serious 
irreversible,  or  incapacitating  reversible  illness  or  pose  a  substantial  present  or  potential  hazard  to  human  health,  safety, 
or  welfare  or  to  the  environment  when  improperly  treated,  stored,  transported,  used  or  disposed  of,  or  otherwise 
managed.  This  term  shall  include  all  substances  identified  as  hazardous  pursuant  to  the  Hazardous  Waste  Regulations, 
310  CMR  30.000. 

IMPERVIOUS  SURFACE 

Any  material  or  structure  on  or  above  the  ground  that  prevents  water  from  infiltrating  through  the  underlying  soil. 
Impervious  surface  is  defined  to  include,  without  limitation:  paved  surfaces  (parking  lots,  sidewalks,  driveways),  root 
tops,  swimming  pools,  patios,  and  paved,  gravel  and  compacted  dirt  surfaced  roads. 

NON-SANITARY  WASTEWATER 

Wastewater  discharges  from  industrial  and  commercial  facilities  containing  wastes  from  any  activity  other  than 
collection  of  sanitary  sewage  including,  but  not  limited  to,  activities  specified  in  310  CMR  15.004(6). 
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TREATMENT  WORKS 

Any  and  all  devices,  processes  and  properties,  real  or  personal,  used  in  the  collection,  pumping,  transmission,  storage, 
treatment,  disposal,  recycling,  reclamation,  or  reuse  of  waterborne  pollutants,  but  not  including  any  works  receiving  a 
hazardous  waste  from  off  the  site  of  the  works  for  the  purpose  of  treatment,  storage,  or  disposal. 

UTILITY  WORKS 

Regulated  activities  providing  for  public  services,  including  roads,  water,  sewer,  electricity,  gas,  telephone, 
transportation  and  their  associated  maintenance  activities.  This  term  shall  include  the  installation  of  detention  and 
retention  basins  for  the  purpose  of  controlling  storm  water. 

ZONE  A 

a)  The  land  between  a  surface  water  source  and  the  upper  boundary  of  the  bank;  b)  The  land  area  within  a  400  foot 
lateral  distance  from  the  upper  boundary  of  a  Class  A  surface  water  source,  as  defined  in  314  CMR  4.05(3)(a)  or  c) 
The  land  area  within  a  200  foot  lateral  distance  from  the  upper  boundary  of  the  bank  of  a  tributary  or  associated  water 
body. 

ZONE  II 

The  delineated  recharge  area  to  a  public  drinking  water  well  as  approved  by  MassDEP  and  defined  under  the 
Massachusetts  Drinking  Water  Regulations  310  CMR  22.02,  Definitions. 

o  replace  the  entire  existing  Section  520,  Water  Resource  Protection  District,  with  the  following  language: 


520.1  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Water  Resource  Protection  District  is  to  safeguard  and  protect  Scituate’s  sources  of  water  supply. 

This  bylaw  is  intended  to  preserve  and  maintain  the  filtration  and  purification  capacity  of  the  land,  the  groundwater 

table,  the  purity  of  groundwater  and  surface  water  supplies,  to  conserve  the  natural  environment,  to  protect  the  public 

health,  safety,  and  welfare  and  to  comply  with  state  law. 

520.2  FINDINGS 

The  Town  of  Scituate  finds  that: 

A.  The  Old  Oaken  Bucket  Pond,  Tack  Factory  Pond  and  The  Reservoir  and  their  watersheds  and  tributaries,  and 
the  groundwater  underlying  Scituate  are  the  primary  sources  of  Scituate’s  existing  and  future  drinking  water 
supply; 

B.  The  Old  Oaken  Bucket  Pond  is  listed  in  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Protection’s  (DEP’s) 
water  withdrawal  permit  as  Scituate’s  surface  water  supply  source.  The  Massachusetts  Drinking  Water 
Regulations,  310  CMR  22.00,  establish  a  Surface  Water  Protection  Zone,  known  as  a  Zone  A,  which  is 
significant  to  the  surface  water  supply  source  and  is  required  to  be  protected; 

C.  The  tributaries  to  Old  Oaken  Bucket  Pond  are  a  water  resource  that  is  integrally  connected  with,  and  flows  into, 
the  reservoir,  surface  waters,  lakes,  streams  and  coastal  estuaries.  These  waters  also  constitute  significant 
recreational  and  economic  resources  of  the  town  used  for  bathing  and  other  water-related  recreation, 
shellfishing  and  fishing; 

D.  The  Town’s  drinking  water  also  comes  from  groundwater.  Groundwater  is  the  water  held  in  the  cracks  and 
spaces  in  the  soil.  Groundwater  is  stored  in-and  moves  slowly  through-layers  of  soil,  sand  and  rocks  called 
aquifers.  Public  drinking  water  wells  obtain  water  from  a  portion  of  the  aquifers  in  Scituate. 

E.  The  Massachusetts  Drinking  Water  Regulations,  310  CMR  22.00,  establish  Zones  of  Contribution  or  Zone  II’s 
to  designate  that  area  of  an  aquifer  that  contributes  water  to  a  well  under  the  most  severe  pumping  and  recharge 
conditions  that  can  be  realistically  anticipated,  or  180  days  of  pumping  at  approved  yield,  with  no  recharge  from 
precipitation. 
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F.  Within  each  of  these  areas,  many  human  activities  can  occur  that  have  been  shown  to  contaminate  the  surface 
water  supply  and  groundwater  used  by  public  wells;  Accidental  spills  and  discharges  of  petroleum  products  and 
other  toxic  and  hazardous  materials  and  sewage  discharge  have  repeatedly  threatened  the  quality  of 
groundwater  and  surface  water  supplies  and  related  water  resources  throughout  towns  in  Massachusetts,  posing 
potential  public  health  and  safety  hazards  and  threatening  economic  losses  to  the  affected  communities. 

G.  It  is  of  critical  importance  to  the  Town  that  both  the  surface  water  supply  and  its  Zones  of  Contribution  to 
public  water  supply  wells  be  protected  from  contamination  by  human  activities  to  the  greatest  extent  possible. 

520.3  WATER  RESOURCE  PROTECTION  DISTRICT 

The  Water  Resource  Protection  District  includes  areas  significant  to  the  Town’s  drinking  water  supply  sources  which 
require  zoning  protection,  as  shown  on  the  map  entitled  “Proposed  Water  Resource  Protection  District  by  Amory 
Engineers,  P.C.”  dated  December  2013.  This  district  contains  two  Subdistricts,  Zone  A’s,  consisting  of  areas 
designated  by  DEP  as  influencing  the  surface  water  supply,  and  Zone  II’s,  designated  by  DEP  as  Zones  of  Contribution 
to  the  public  drinking  water  supply  wells. 

This  District  and  its  Subdistricts  shall  be  superimposed  over  any  other  districts  established  in  this  bylaw.  The 
requirements  enumerated  hereafter  for  the  Water  Resource  Protection  District  shall  be  in  addition  to,  rather  than  in 
place  of,  the  requirements  for  the  underlying  district.  Where  property  is  located  in  both  the  Zone  A  and  Zone  II 
Subdistricts,  the  more  restrictive  regulation  and  requirements  shall  apply. 

520.4  BUFFER  ZONE 

A.  Non-Disturbance  Buffer  Zone:  A  non-disturbance  buffer  zone  shall  exist  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet 
horizontally  from  the  high  water  mark  of  Tack  Factory  Pond  Reservoir  and  from  the  edge  of  all  tributaries  in 
the  reservoir  watershed.  Within  this  buffer  zone,  in  addition  to  all  other  restrictions  of  the  Water  Resource 
Protection  District,  the  following  additional  activities  are  prohibited: 

1 .  any  activities  which  cause  earth  movement  or  disturbance; 

2.  vegetation  removal  or  cutting; 

3.  construction  or  placement  of  any  permanent  structures,  other  than  those  associated  with  the  providing  ol 
public  water; 

4.  any  surface  or  sub-surface  discharge,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  storm  water  runoff  and  domestic  or 
industrial  wastewater. 

520.5  DESIGN  AND  OPERATIONS  GUIDELINES 

For  all  uses  within  the  Water  Resource  Protection  District  the  following  design  and  operation  guidelines  shall  be 
observed.  Please  note  that  more  restrictive  use  and  activity  regulations  which  apply  to  the  Zone  A’s  and  Zone  ITs  are 
found  in  Section  520.6  below. 

A.  Safeguards. 

Provision  shall  be  made  to  protect  against  toxic  or  hazardous  materials  discharge  or  loss  resulting  from 
corrosion,  accidental  damage,  spillage  or  vandalism  through  measures  such  as:  spill  control  provisions  in  the 
vicinity  of  chemical  or  fuel  delivery  points;  secured  storage  areas  for  toxic  or  hazardous  materials;  and  indoor 
storage  provisions  for  corrodible  or  dissolvable  materials.  For  operations  which  allow  the  evaporation  of  toxic 
or  hazardous  materials  into  the  interiors  of  any  structures,  a  closed  vapor  recovery  system  shall  be  provided  for 
each  such  structure  to  prevent  discharge  of  contaminated  condensate  into  the  groundwater. 

B.  Location. 

Where  the  premises  are  partially  outside  of  the  Water  Resource  Protection  District,  potential  pollution  sources 
such  as  on-site  waste  disposal  systems  shall  be  located  outside  the  District  to  the  extent  feasible. 

C.  Disposal. 

For  any  toxic  or  hazardous  wastes  to  be  produced  in  quantities  greater  than  those  associated  with  normal 
household  use,  the  applicant  must  demonstrate  the  availability  and  feasibility  of  disposal  methods  which  are  in 
conformance  with  Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  2 1C. 
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D.  Drainage. 

All  runoff  from  impervious  surfaces  shall  be  recharged  on  the  site,  diverted  toward  areas  covered  with 
vegetation  from  surface  infiltration  to  the  extent  possible  or  as  otherwise  directed  by  the  Scituate  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  Conservation  Commission.  Infiltration  standards  may  be  met  using  the  following  or  similar 
best  management  practices: 

1.  For  lots  occupied  or  proposed  to  be  occupied  by  single  or  two  family  residences,  recharge  shall  be 
attained  through  site  design  that  incorporates  natural  drainage  patterns  and  vegetation,  in  order  to 
maintain  pre-development  stormwater  patterns  and  water  quality  to  the  greatest  extent  possible. 
Stormwater  runoff  from  rooftops,  driveways,  and  other  impervious  surfaces  shall  be  routed  through 
grassed  water  quality  swales,  as  sheet  flow  over  lawn  areas,  or  to  constructed  stormwater  wetlands,  sand 
filters,  organic  filters,  and/or  similar  systems  capable  of  removing  nitrogen  from  stormwater.  Rooftop 
runoff  must  be  designed  to  recharge  the  first  1  inch  of  rainfall. 

2.  For  lots  occupied  or  proposed  to  be  occupied  by  other  uses,  a  stormwater  management  plan  shall  be 
developed  which  provides  for  the  artificial  recharge  of  precipitation  to  groundwater  through  site  design 
that  incorporates  natural  drainage  patterns  and  vegetation  and  through  the  use  of  constructed 
(stormwater)  wetlands,  wet  (detention)  ponds,  water  quality  swales,  sand  filters,  organic  filters  or  similar 
site-appropriate  best  management  practices  capable  of  removing  nitrogen  and  other  contaminants  from 
stormwater  and  by  meeting  the  Stormwater  Management  Standards  and  technical  guidance  contained  in 
the  current  DEP’s  Stormwater  Management  Handbook,  for  the  type  of  use  proposed  and  the  soil  types 
present  on  the  site.  Such  runoff  shall  not  be  discharged  directly  to  rivers,  streams,  or  other  surface  water 
bodies,  wetlands  or  vernal  pools.  Dry  wells  shall  be  prohibited. 

3.  Except  when  used  for  roof  runoff  from  non-galvanized  roofs,  all  such  wetlands,  ponds,  swales  or  other 
infiltration  facilities  shall  be  preceded  by  oil,  grease,  and  sediment  traps  or  other  best  management 
practices  to  facilitate  control  of  hazardous  materials  spills  and  removal  of  contamination  and  to  avoid 
sedimentation  of  treatment  and  leaching  facilities.  All  such  artificial  recharge  systems  shall  be 
maintained  in  full  working  order  by  the  owner(s)  under  the  provisions  of  an  operation  and  maintenance 
plan  approved  by  the  Town  to  ensure  that  systems  function  as  designed.  Infiltration  systems  greater 
than  three  feet  deep  shall  be  located  at  least  one  hundred  feet  from  drinking  water  wells.  Infiltration 
basins  or  trenches  shall  be  constructed  with  a  three  foot  minimum  separation  between  the  bottom  of  the 
structure  and  maximum  groundwater  elevation. 

E.  Erosion  and  Sedimentation  Control. 

All  clearing  and  earth  moving  operations  shall  only  occur  while  erosion  and  sedimentation  control  measures, 
approved  by  the  Town  Engineer,  after  consultation  with  the  conservation  agent,  are  in  place.  Such  control 
measures  shall  remain  in  place  until  the  Town  Engineer  determines,  after  consultation  with  the  conservation 
agent  that  the  danger  of  erosion  or  sedimentation  no  longer  exists.  Hay  bales  shall  only  be  used  where  it  has 
been  determined  that  the  danger  of  soil  erosion  or  sedimentation  is  minimal  and  in  those  instances  where  they 
are  used  as  a  control  method,  no  bales  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  place  if  they  have  begun  to  fall  apart  or 
deteriorate. 

F.  Dimensional  Regulations. 

In  order  to  minimize  erosion  of  existing  natural  slopes  and  reduce  resulting  sedimentation  of  natural  drainage 
areas,  the  following  dimensional  requirements  shall  apply  within  the  Water  Resource  Protection  District.  The 
Board  of  Appeals  may  grant  a  variance  from  any  regulation  or  percentage  set  forth  in  this  paragraph  for 
locations  outside  a  Zone  A  or  Zone  II,  provided  the  applicant  for  such  variance  satisfies  the  criteria  set  forth  in 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  40A,  Section  10. 

1.  No  more  than  fifteen  (15%)  of  the  area  or  two  thousand  five  hundred  (2,500)  sq.  ft.,  whichever  is 
greater,  of  any  lot  shall  be  rendered  impervious  unless  a  system  of  storm  water  management  and 
artificial  recharge  of  precipitation  is  developed  which  is  designed  to: 

a.  prevent  untreated  discharges  to  wetland  and  surface  water; 

b.  preserve  hydraulic  conditions  that  closely  resemble  pre-development  conditions; 
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c.  reduce  or  prevent  flooding  by  managing  peak  discharges  and  volumes  of  runoff; 

d.  minimize  erosion  and  sedimentation; 

e.  avoid  significant  degradation  of  groundwater; 

f.  reduce  suspended  solids  and  other  pollutants  to  improve  water  quality  and 

g.  provide  increased  protection  of  sensitive  natural  resources. 

2.  There  shall  be  no  grading,  earth  disturbance  activity  or  vegetation  clearing  of  land  having  a  natural  slope 
exceeding  twenty-five  percent  (25%). 

3.  No  finished  slope  shall  be  created  that  exceeds  25%  with  the  exception  of  side  slopes  associated  with 
new  road  construction. 


520.6  USE  AND  ACTIVITY  REGULATIONS

36.  Land  uses  that  render  impervious  any  lot  or  parcel 
more  than  15%  or  2,500  square  feet,  whichever  is 
greater,  unless  a  system  for  artificial  recharge,  that  will 
not  degrade  groundwater  quality  is  provided.  However 
no  more  than  20%  of  any  lot  or  parcel  shall  be  rendered 
impervious.

520.7  VIOLATIONS 

Written  notice  of  any  violations  of  this  section  shall  be  provided  by  the  Building  Commissioner  or  his  or  her  designee 
to  the  owner  of  the  premises,  specifying  the  nature  of  the  violations  and  a  schedule  of  compliance,  including  cleanup  of 
any  spilled  materials.  This  compliance  schedule  must  be  reasonable  in  relation  to  the  public  health  hazard  involved  and 
the  difficulty  of  compliance.  In  no  event  shall  more  than  thirty  days  be  allowed  for  either  compliance  or  finalization  of 
a  plan  for  longer-term  compliance.  In  the  enforcement  of  this  section,  the  Building  Commissioner  shall  notify  the 
Director  of  the  DPW  and  Director  of  Public  Health  of  any  violations  and  seek  their  assistance  in  securing  compliance. 
The  issuance  of  written  notice  shall  not  preclude  the  Town  from  seeking  or  obtaining  any  or  all  other  legal  and 
equitable  remedies  to  prevent  or  remove  a  violation  of  this  Bylaw. 

520.8  INTERPRETATION  OF  BOUNDARIES  OF  WATER  RESOURCE  PROTECTION  DISTRICT,  ZONE  A  AND 
ZONE  II  SUBDISTRICTS  AND  TRIBUTARY  BUFFER 

All  plans  submitted  in  connection  with  applications  for  building  permits,  special  permits  and  other  approvals  under  this 
bylaw  shall  include  field  verification  of  boundaries  of  the  Water  Resource  Protection  District,  its  Zone  A  and  Zone  II 
Subdistricts,  or  a  tributary  buffer  governed  by  this  section  by  a  professional  land  surveyor.  This  information  shall  be 
provided  in  an  electronic  file  produced  by  a  computerized  drafting  system,  in  either  Autocad  Drawing  format  (.dwg), 
Data  Exchange  Format  (.dxf)  or  ESRI  Interchange  format  (.e00),  registered  to  the  Massachusetts  State  Plane 
(Mainland)  Coordinates,  North  American  Datum  of  1983.  Where  this  information  is  disputed  by  parties  in  standing, 
further  field  verification  by  the  DEP  may  be  requested.  Where  the  DEP  is  able  to  field  verify  these  boundaries,  the 
decision  of  the  DEP  in  these  matters  shall  be  final.

The  Planned  Development  District  shall  be  located  and  bounded  as  described  in  Article  25  of  the  April  1980  Annual 
Town  Meeting  and  the  map  dated  February  8, 1980,  (as  amended  or  revised)  associated  with  Article  25  which  is  hereby 
incorporated  in  and  made  a  part  of  this  bylaw. 

The  Residential  Cluster  District  shall  be  located  and  bounded  as  shown  on  the  map  identified  as  Town  of  Scituate 
Zoning  Map,  Proposed  Residential  Cluster  District,  dated  January  26,1986,  (as  amended  or  revised)  as  approved  at  the 
April,  1986  Annual  Town  Meeting,  which  is  hereby  incorporated  in  and  made  a  part  of  this  bylaw.

The  Wireless  Communication  District  shall  be  located  and  bounded  as  shown  on  the  map  entitled  Proposed  Wireless 
Communications  Overlay  District,  dated  12/23/97,  as  approved  at  the  March  2, 1998  Annual  Town  Meeting,  which  is 
hereby  incorporated  and  made  a  part  of  this  bylaw. 

The  Village  Business  Overlay  District  shall  be  located  and  bounded  as  shown  on  three  maps  entitled  “Village  Business 
Overlay  District  -  Scituate  Harbor”,  “Village  Business  Overlay  District  -  North  Scituate,”  and  “Village  Business 
Overlay  District  -  Greenbush”,  all  dated  December  13, 2005,  adopted  by  March  4, 2006  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  Humarock  Village  Residential  Overlay  District  shall  be  located  and  bounded  as  shown  on  the  map  entitled

(1)  To  amend  the  Zoning  Map  by  replacing  the  boundaries  of  the  Water  Resource  Protection  District  on  the  Town  oj 
Scituate  Zoning  Map  with  the  new  boundaries  shown  on  the  attached  map  entitled  “ Proposed  Water  Resource 
Protection  District  by  Amory  Engineers,  P.C.  ”  dated  March  2014  and  to  issue  a  new  zoning  map  refecting  this 
amendment  with  the  following  DEP  disclaimer  for  these  layers  added  to  the  map: 
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These  layers  were  compiled  from  MassGIS  data  layers  for  Mass  DEP  Water  Supply  Protection  Areas.  The  map 
displays  Approved  Wellhead  Protection  Areas  (Zone  II)  and  Surface  Water  Protection  Areas  (Zone  A),  as 
defined  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Drinking  Water  Regulations  (310  CMR  22.02).  The 
information  shown  on  this  map  comes  from  many  different  sources,  at  different  scales.  Some  data  may  not  be 
complete,  some  generalization  may  occur,  and  some  information  may  not  have  been  field  verified.

DEPARTMENT  OF  ENVIRONMENTAL  PROTECTION 

The  agency  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  charged  with  regulating  water  quality,  allocation,  and  drinking 
water  supply  management.  Also  referred  to  herein  as  "DEP"  and  "the  Department". 

DISCHARGE 

In  connection  with  toxic  or  hazardous  materials  or  hazardous  waste,  the  accidental  or  intentional  disposal,  deposit, 
injection,  dumping,  spilling,  leaking,  pouring,  or  placing  of  toxic  or  hazardous  material  or  hazardous  waste  upon  or  into 
any  land  or  water  such  that  it  may  enter  the  surface  or  groundwaters. 

HAZARDOUS  MATERIAL 

Any  substance  in  any  form  which  because  of  its  quantity,  concentration,  or  its  chemical,  corrosive,  flammable,  reactive, 
toxic,  infectious  or  radioactive  characteristics,  either  separately  or  in  combination  with  one  or  more  substances, 
constitutes  a  present  or  potential  threat  to  human  health,  safety,  welfare,  or  to  the  environment,  when  improperly  stored, 
treated,  transported,  disposed  of,  used,  or  otherwise  managed.  Hazardous  material  includes,  without  limitation, 
synthetic  organic  chemicals,  petroleum  products,  heavy  metals,  radioactive  or  infectious  materials,  and  all  substances 
defined  as  toxic  or  hazardous  under  MGL  c.  21E.  This  term  shall  not  include  hazardous  waste  or  oil.  3,4 

HAZARDOUS  WASTE 

A  substance  or  combination  of  substances,  which  because  of  quantity,  concentration,  or  physical,  chemical  or 
infectious  characteristics  may  cause,  or  significantly  contribute  to  an  increase  in  mortality  or  an  increase  in  serious 
irreversible,  or  incapacitating  reversible  illness  or  pose  a  substantial  present  or  potential  hazard  to  human  health,  safety, 
or  welfare  or  to  the  environment  when  improperly  treated,  stored,  transported,  used  or  disposed  of,  or  otherwise 
managed.  This  term  shall  include  all  substances  identified  as  hazardous  pursuant  to  the  Hazardous  Waste  Regulations, 
310  CMR  30.000. 

IMPERVIOUS  SURFACE 

Any  material  or  structure  on  or  above  the  ground  that  prevents  water  from  infiltrating  through  the  underlying  soil. 
Impervious  surface  is  defined  to  include,  without  limitation:  paved  surfaces  (parking  lots,  sidewalks,  driveways),  rool 
tops,  swimming  pools,  patios,  and  paved,  gravel  and  compacted  dirt  surfaced  roads. 

NON-SANITARY  WASTEWATER 

Wastewater  discharges  from  industrial  and  commercial  facilities  containing  wastes  from  any  activity  other  than 
collection  of  sanitary  sewage  including,  but  not  limited  to,  activities  specified  in  310  CMR  15.004(6). 

TOXIC  OR  HAZARDOUS  MATERIALS 

TREATMENT  WORKS 

Any  and  all  devices,  processes  and  properties,  real  or  personal,  used  in  the  collection,  pumping,  transmission,  storage, 
treatment,  disposal,  recycling,  reclamation,  or  reuse  of  waterborne  pollutants,  but  not  including  any  works  receiving  a 
hazardous  waste  from  off  the  site  of  the  works  for  the  purpose  of  treatment,  storage,  or  disposal.

UTILITY  WORKS 

Regulated  activities  providing  for  public  services,  including  roads,  water,  sewer,  electricity,  gas,  telephone, 
transportation  and  their  associated  maintenance  activities.  This  term  shall  include  the  installation  of  detention  and 
retention  basins  for  the  purpose  of  controlling  storm  water. 

ZONE  A 

a)  The  land  between  a  surface  water  source  and  the  upper  boundary  of  the  bank;  b)  The  land  area  within  a  400  foot 
lateral  distance  from  the  upper  boundary  of  a  Class  A  surface  water  source,  as  defined  in  314  CMR  4.05(3)(a)  or  c)

520.1  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Water  Resources  Protection  District  is  to  safeguard  and  protect  Scituate’s  sources  of  water  supply. 
This  bylaw  is  intended  to  preserve  and  maintain  the  filtration  and  purification  capacity  of  the  land,  the  groundwater 
table,  the  purity  of  groundwater  and  surface  water  supplies,  to  conserve  the  natural  environment,  to  protect  the  public 
health,  safety,  and  welfare  and  to  comply  with  state  law. 

520.2  FINDINGS 

The  Town  of  Scituate  finds  that: 

A.  The  Old  Oaken  Bucket  Pond,  Tack  Factory  Pond  and  The  Reservoir  and  their  watersheds  and  tributaries,  and 
the  groundwater  underlying  Scituate  are  the  primary  sources  of  Scituate’s  existing  and  future  drinking  water 
supply; 

B. The  Old  Oaken  Bucket  Pond  is  listed  in  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Protection’s  (DEP’s)  water 

withdrawal  permit  as  Scituate’s  surface  water  supply  source.  The  Massachusetts  Drinking  Water  Regulations, 
310  CMR  22.00,  establish  a  Surface  Water  Protection  Zone,  known  as  a  Zone  A,  which  is  significant  to  the 
surface  water  supply  source  and  is  required  to  be  protected; 

C.  The  tributaries  to  Old  Oaken  Bucket  Pond  are  a  water  resource  that  is  integrally  connected  with,  and  flows  into, 
the  reservoir,  surface  waters,  lakes,  streams  and  coastal  estuaries.  These  waters  also  constitute  significant 
recreational  and  economic  resources  of  the  town  used  for  bathing  and  other  water-related  recreation, 
shellfishing  and  fishing; 

D.  The  Town’s  drinking  water  also  comes  from  groundwater.  Groundwater  is  the  water  held  in  the  cracks 
and  spaces  in  the  soil.  Groundwater  is  stored  in--and  moves  slowly  through-layers  of  soil,  sand  and  rocks 
called  aquifers.  Public  drinking  water  wells  obtain  water  from  a  portion  of  the  aquifers  in  Scituate. 

E.  The  Massachusetts  Drinking  Water  Regulations,  310  CMR  22.00,  establish  Zones  of  Contribution  or  Zone  II’s 
to  designate  that  area  of  an  aquifer  that  contributes  water  to  a  well  under  the  most  severe  pumping  and  recharge 
conditions  that  can  be  realistically  anticipated,  or  1 80  days  of  pumping  at  approved  yield,  with  no  recharge  from 
precipitation. 

F.  Within  each  of  these  areas,  many  human  activities  can  occur  that  have  been  shown  to  contaminate  the  surface 
water  supply  and  groundwater  used  by  public  wells;  Accidental  spills  and  discharges  of  petroleum  products  and 
other  toxic  and  hazardous  materials  and  sewage  discharge  have  repeatedly  threatened  the  quality  of 
groundwater  and  surface  water  supplies  and  related  water  resources  throughout  towns  in  Massachusetts,  posing 
potential  public  health  and  safety  hazards  and  threatening  economic  losses  to  the  affected  communities. 
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G.  It  is  of  critical  importance  to  the  Town  that  both  the  surface  water  supply  and  its  Zones  of  Contribution  to 
public  water  supply  wells  be  protected  from  contamination  by  human  activities  to  the  greatest  extent  possible. 

520.3  WATER  RESOURCE  PROTECTION  DISTRICT 

The  Water  Resource  Protection  District  includes  areas  significant  to  the  Town’s  drinking  water  supply  sources  which 
require  zoning  protection,  as  shown  on  the  a  map  entitled  “Proposed  Water  Resource  Protection  District  by  Amory 
Engineers,  P.C.”  dated  March  2014.  This  district  contains  two  Subdistricts,  Zone  A’s,  consisting  of  areas  designated 
by  DEP  as  influencing  the  surface  water  supply,  and  Zone  IPs,  designated  by  DEP  as  Zones  of  Contribution  to  the 
public  drinking  water  supply  wells. 

This  district  and  its  subdistricts  shall  be  superimposed  over  any  other  districts  established  in  this  bylaw.  The 
requirements  enumerated  hereafter  for  the  Water  Resources  Protection  District  shall  be  in  addition  to,  rather  than  in 
place  of,  the  requirements  for  the  underlying  district.  Where  property  is  located  in  both  the  Zone  A  and  Zone  II 
Subdistricts,  the  more  restrictive  regulation  and  requirements  shall  apply. 


520.4  BUFFER  ZONE 

A.  Non-Disturbance  Buffer  Zone:  A  non-disturbance  buffer  zone  shall  exist  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet 
horizontally  from  the  high  water  mark  of  Tack  Factory  Pond  Reservoir  and  from  the  edge  of  all  tributaries  in 
the  reservoir  watershed.  Within  this  buffer  zone,  in  addition  to  all  other  restrictions  of  the  Water  Resources 
Protection  District,  the  following  additional  activities  are  prohibited: 

1 .  any  activities  which  cause  earth  movement  or  disturbance; 

2.  vegetation  removal  or  cutting; 

3.  construction  or  placement  of  any  permanent  structures,  other  than  those  associated  with  the  providing  ol 
public  water; 

4.  any  surface  or  sub-surface  discharge,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  storm  water  runoff  and  domestic  or 
industrial  wastewater. 

520.5  DESIGN  AND  OPERATIONS  GUIDELINES 

For  all  uses  within  the  Water  Resources  Protection  District  the  following  design  and  operation  guidelines  shall  be 

observed.  Please  note  that  more  restrictive  use  and  activity  regulations  which  apply  to  the  Zone  A’s  and  Zone  II’s  are 

found  in  Section  520.6  below. 

A.  Safeguards 

1.  Provision  shall  be  made  to  protect  against  toxic  or  hazardous  materials  discharge  or  loss  resulting  from 
corrosion,  accidental  damage,  spillage  or  vandalism  through  measures  such  as:  spill  control  provisions 
in  the  vicinity  of  chemical  or  fuel  delivery  points;  secured  storage  areas  for  toxic  or  hazardous  materials; 
and  indoor  storage  provisions  for  corrodible  or  dissolvable  materials.  For  operations  which  allow  the 
evaporation  of  toxic  or  hazardous  materials  into  the  interiors  of  any  structures,  a  closed  vapor  recovery 
system  shall  be  provided  for  each  such  structure  to  prevent  discharge  of  contaminated  condensate  into 
the  groundwater. 

B.  Location 

Where  the  premises  are  partially  outside  of  the  Water  Resources  Protection  District,  potential  pollution  sources 
such  as  on-site  waste  disposal  systems  shall  be  located  outside  the  district  to  the  extent  feasible. 

C.  Disposal 

For  any  toxic  or  hazardous  wastes  to  be  produced  in  quantities  greater  than  those  associated  with  normal 
household  use,  the  applicant  must  demonstrate  the  availability  and  feasibility  of  disposal  methods  which  are  in 
conformance  with  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  2 1C. 

D.  Drainage 

All  runoff  from  impervious  surfaces  shall  be  recharged  on  the  site,  diverted  toward  areas  covered  with 
vegetation  from  surface  infiltration  to  the  extent  possible  or  as  otherwise  directed  by  the  Scituate  Department  ol 
Public  Works  and  Conservation  Commission.  Infiltration  standards  may  be  met  using  the  following  or  similar 
best  management  practices: 
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1.  For  lots  occupied,  or  proposed  to  be  occupied  by  single  or  two  family  residences,  recharge  shall  be 
attained  through  site  design  that  incorporates  natural  drainage  patterns  and  vegetation,  in  order  to 
maintain  pre-development  stormwater  patterns  and  water  quality  to  the  greatest  extent  possible. 
Stormwater  runoff  from  rooftops,  driveways,  and  other  impervious  surfaces  shall  be  routed  through 
grassed  water  quality  swales,  as  sheet  flow  over  lawn  areas,  or  to  constructed  stormwater  wetlands,  sand 
filters,  organic  filters,  and/or  similar  systems  capable  of  removing  nitrogen  from  stormwater.  Rooftop 
runoff  must  be  designed  to  recharge  the  first  1  inch  of  rainfall. 

2.  For  lots  occupied  or  proposed  to  be  occupied  by  other  uses,  a  stormwater  management  plan  shall  be 
developed  which  provides  for  the  artificial  recharge  of  precipitation  to  groundwater  through  site  design 
that  incorporates  natural  drainage  patterns  and  vegetation  and  through  the  use  of  constructed 
(stormwater)  wetlands,  wet  (detention)  ponds,  water  quality  swales,  sand  filters,  organic  filters  or  similar 
site-appropriate  best  management  practices  capable  of  removing  nitrogen  and  other  contaminants  from 
stormwater  and  by  meeting  the  Stormwater  Management  Standards  and  technical  guidance  contained  in 
the  current  DEP’s  Stormwater  Management  Handbook,  for  the  type  of  use  proposed  and  the  soil  types 
present  on  the  site.  Such  runoff  shall  not  be  discharged  directly  to  rivers,  streams,  or  other  surface  water 
bodies,  wetlands  or  vernal  pools.  Dry  wells  shall  be  prohibited. 

3.  Except  when  used  for  roof  runoff  from  non-galvanized  roofs,  all  such  wetlands,  ponds,  swales  or  other 
infiltration  facilities  shall  be  preceded  by  oil,  grease,  and  sediment  traps  or  other  best  management 
practices  to  facilitate  control  of  hazardous  materials  spills  and  removal  of  contamination  and  to  avoid 
sedimentation  of  treatment  and  leaching  facilities.  All  such  artificial  recharge  systems  shall  be 
maintained  in  full  working  order  by  the  owner(s)  under  the  provisions  of  an  operation  and  maintenance 
plan  approved  by  the  Town  to  ensure  that  systems  function  as  designed.  Infiltration  systems  greater 
than  three  feet  deep  shall  be  located  at  least  one  hundred  feet  from  drinking  water  wells.  Infiltration 
basins  or  trenches  shall  be  constructed  with  a  three  foot  minimum  separation  between  the  bottom  of  the 
structure  and  maximum  groundwater  elevation. 

E.  Erosion  and  Sedimentation  Control 

All  clearing  and  earth  moving  operations  shall  only  occur  while  erosion  and  sedimentation  control  measures, 
approved  by  the  Town  Engineer,  after  consultation  with  the  conservation  agent,  are  in  place.  Such  control 
measures  shall  remain  in  place  until  the  Town  Engineer  determines,  after  consultation  with  the  conservation 
agent  that  the  danger  of  erosion  or  sedimentation  no  longer  exists.  Hay  bales  shall  only  be  used  where  it  has 
been  determined  that  the  danger  of  soil  erosion  or  sedimentation  is  minimal  and  in  those  instances  where  they 
are  used  as  a  control  method,  no  bales  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  place  if  they  have  begun  to  fall  apart  or 
deteriorate.

F.  Dimensional  Regulations 

In  order  to  minimize  erosion  of  existing  natural  slopes  and  reduce  resulting  sedimentation  of  natural  drainage 
areas,  the  following  dimensional  requirements  shall  apply  within  the  Water  Resources  Protection  District.  The 
Board  of  Appeals  may  grant  a  variance  from  any  regulation  or  percentage  set  forth  in  this  paragraph  for 
locations  outside  a  Zone  A  or  Zone  II,  provided  the  applicant  for  such  variance  satisfies  the  criteria  set  forth  in 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  40A,  Section  10. 

1 .  No  more  than  fifteen  ( 1 5%)  of  the  area  or  two  thousand  five  hundred  (2,500)  sq.  ft.,  whichever  is 
greater,  of  any  lot  shall  be  rendered  impervious  unless  a  system  of  storm  water  management  and 
artificial  recharge  of  precipitation  is  developed  which  is  designed  to: 

a.  prevent  untreated  discharges  to  wetland  and  surface  water; 

b.  preserve  hydraulic  conditions  that  closely  resemble  pre-development  conditions; 

c.  reduce  or  prevent  flooding  by  managing  peak  discharges  and  volumes  of  runoff; 

d.  minimize  erosion  and  sedimentation; 

e.  avoid  significant  degradation  of  groundwater; 

f.  reduce  suspended  solids  and  other  pollutants  to  improve  water  quality  and 

g.  provide  increased  protection  of  sensitive  natural  resources. 
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2.  There  shall  be  no  grading,  earth  disturbance  activity  or  vegetation  clearing  of  land  having  a  natural  slope 
exceeding  twenty-five  percent  (25%). 

3.  No  finished  slope  shall  be  created  that  exceeds  25%  with  the  exception  of  side  slopes  associated  with 
new  road  construction.

Written  notice  of  any  violations  of  this  section  shall  be  provided  by  the  Building  Commissioner  to  the  owner  of  the 
premises,  specifying  the  nature  of  the  violations  and  a  schedule  of  compliance,  including  cleanup  of  any  spilled 
materials.  This  compliance  schedule  must  be  reasonable  in  relation  to  the  public  health  hazard  involved  and  the 
difficulty  of  compliance.  In  no  event  shall  more  than  thirty  days  be  allowed  for  either  compliance  or  finalization  of  a 
plan  for  longer-term  compliance.  In  the  enforcement  of  this  section,  the  Building  Commissioner  shall  notify  the 
Director  of  the  DPW  and  Director  of  Public  Health  of  any  violations  and  seek  their  assistance  in  securing  compliance.

This  information  shall  be 
provided  in  an  electronic  file  produced  by  a  computerized  drafting  system,  in  either  Autocad  Drawing  format  (.dwg), 
Data  Exchange  Format  (.dxf)  or  ESRI  Interchange  format  (.e00),  registered  to  the  Massachusetts  State  Plane 
(Mainland)  Coordinates,  North  American  Datum  of  1983.  Where  this  information  is  disputed  by  parties  in  standing, 
further  field  verification  by  the  DEP  may  be  requested.  Where  the  DEP  is  able  to  field  verify  these  boundaries,  the 
decision  of  the  DEP  in  these  matters  shall  be  final.

At  the  2014  Annual  Town  meeting  voters  approved  funding  for  the 
following  Community  Preservation  Projects: 

The  David  Damon  Memorial  Preserve:  Voters  approved  spending 
$784,000  for  the  purchase  and  preservation  of  approximately  37.7 
acres  of  buildable  open  space  and  the  construction  of  a  small  parking 
area  in  the  West  End.  This  parcel  of  land  was  identified  in  the  2009 
Scituate  Open  Space  and  Recreation  Plan  as  priority  open  space  and 
recommended  for  preservation.  The  sale  of  the  land,  which  was 
accumulated  over  the  years  by  Jackie  and  Roger  Damon  and  named  in 
honor  of  their  grandchild,  was  completed  in  December  2014. 

Bailey-Ellis  House:  Voters  approved  $79,000  for  the  continued 
restoration  and  repair  of  the  Bailey-Ellis  House,  a  late  1800’s  country 
estate  built  by  John  Wade  Bailey,  now  owned  by  the  Town.  This 
project  is  intended  to  preserve  the  integrity  of  the  building  envelope  by 
rehabilitating  site  drainage  and  addressing  runoff  issues  inherent  in  the 
original  Victorian  Gothic  structure.  When  completed,  the  project  will 
stop  further  decay  of  structural  elements  in  the  basement,  failing 
exterior  paint,  and  deterioration  of  clapboards  and  wood  trim  around 
the  building.  The  Scituate  Arts  Association,  which  rents  the  building 
from  the  Town,  has  been  diligent  in  fundraising  and  grant-writing 
efforts  to  supplement  the  Town’s  investment  in  the  house. 

Mossing  Shed  Transfer:  Voters  approved  $23,000  to  move  the  Irish 
Mossing  Shed,  an  historically  important  structure,  from  the  comer  of 
the  Scituate  Marine  Park  to  a  location  adjacent  to  the  Mossing 
Museum  in  Greenbush.  Since  Town  Meeting,  the  shed  was 
successfully  moved  to  its  new  location. 

Scituate  Skate  Park  Renovation:  Voters  approved  $406,114  for  the 
construction  of  a  new  Skate  Park  to  replace  the  current  skate  park  at 
the  High  School,  which  is  the  most  consistently  used  all-season 
recreational  facility  in  Scituate.  Skateboarders,  roller-bladers,  and 
scooter  riders  of  all  ages  will  be  able  to  use  the  new  facility  through 
better  design  and  planning  and  by  providing  areas  of  varying 
difficulty.  The  design  process  is  currently  underway  with  public  input 
invited. 
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DTilden  Multi-Use  Trail:  Voters  approved  $375,000  for  the  design  and 
construction  of  a  recreational  walking/bike  path  along  Tilden  Road 
from  Turner  Road  to  Beaver  Dam  Road.  The  proposed  project  is  for  a 
six  to  eight  foot  wide,  4,600  foot  long  multi-use,  ADA  compliant  trail. 
The  Design  and  engineering  phases  of  the  trail  are  in  progress. 

The  Community  Preservation  Committee  greatly  appreciates  the 
generosity  and  support  demonstrated  by  the  citizens  Scituate  in 
approving  these  projects.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


1 


The  main  goal  of  the  Conservation  Commission  is  to  protect  our 
natural  environment,  including  the  coastal  and  inland  wetland  resource 
areas.  These  areas  and  their  buffer  zones  include:  freshwater  vegetated 
wetlands,  salt  marshes,  ponds,  rivers,  streams,  vernal  pools,  beaches, 
dunes,  barrier  beaches,  and  coastal  and  inland  areas  subject  to 
flooding.  These  areas  help  protect  the  quality  of  surface  and 
groundwater  supplies,  provide  flood  control  and  storm  damage 
prevention,  protect  fisheries  and  wildlife  habitat,  provide  scenic 
natural  areas  for  the  enjoyment  of  residents  and  visitors,  and  contribute 
to  preventing  pollution  in  Scituate.  They  also  contribute  to  the  high 
quality  of  life  and  economic  vitality  in  the  Town  of  Scituate, 
benefiting  all  who  live  here. 

The  Commission  is  responsible  for  administering  Scituate's  Wetlands 
Protection  Bylaw  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts’  Wetlands 
Protection  Act,  as  well  as  managing  open  space  parcels.  On  a  broader 
scale,  we  also  work  with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection,  Massachusetts  Office  of  Coastal  Zone 
Management,  the  Massachusetts  and  Federal  Emergency  Management 
Agencies,  the  National  Weather  Service,  North  and  South  River 
Watershed,  the  Massachusetts  Audubon  Society,  and  the  United  States 
Army  Corps  of  Engineers. 

During  2014,  the  Commission  held  36  public  hearings  in  response  to 
Notices  of  Intent  (NOIs)  from  applicants.  These  hearings  were  for 
proposed  projects  that  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission 
and  that  require  a  permit  from  the  Conservation  Commission.  There 
were  28  Requests  for  Determinations  of  Applicability  filings.  This 
type  of  filing  is  a  request  to  see  if  a  proposed  project  is  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  or  if  it  is  substantial  enough  to  require 
a  Notice  of  Intent.  The  Commission  issues  Orders  of  Conditions  for 
the  approved  permits,  Certificates  of  Compliance  for  completed 
projects;  Amendments  to  Orders  of  Conditions  for  projects  requiring 
changes  in  the  scope  of  work,  and  Enforcement  Orders  for  violations 
of  the  Scituate  bylaws  or  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act.  The 
Conservation  Agent  issued  61  Minor  Activity  Permits  for  projects  that 
are  in  the  Commission’s  jurisdiction  but  that  will  not  disturb  the 
wetland  resource  areas.  (Following  a  public  meeting  early  in  2015,  the 
Commission  plans  to  begin  charging  $35.00  for  these  Minor  Activity 
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Permits.)  Over  60  informal  discussions  took  place  at  Commission 
meetings  and  the  Agent  and  members  of  the  Commission  conducted 
close  to  500  site  visits. 


The  Commission  relies  on  property  owners  and  contractors  to  abide  by 
the  Order  of  Conditions  and  to  follow  the  requirements  of  the  site  plan 
when  completing  their  project.  The  Order  of  Conditions  needs  to  be 
recorded  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds  and  puts  a  lien  on  the  property. 
When  the  project  is  finished  and  all  vegetation/mitigation  plants  have 
grown  for  2  seasons,  the  property  owner  or  representative  should 
request  a  Certificate  of  Compliance  from  the  Commission  to  remove 
the  lien  on  their  property. 

The  Commission  has  been  seeking  ways  to  deal  with  increased 
demands  placed  on  its  limited  staff  and  resources.  Development  is 
encroaching  more  and  more  on  marginal  land.  These  properties  require 
careful  oversight  imposing  increasing  demands  on  the  7  volunteer 
members  of  the  Conservation  Commission  and  the  Conservation 
Agent.  Every  year  positions  open  up  on  the  Commission,  so  if  you  are 
interested  in  becoming  a  member,  please  fill  out  an  application  that 
can  be  found  on  the  website  at  www. scituatema. gov  under  the 
Selectmen’s  section. 

The  Commission  supports  the  acquisition  of  open  space  parcels 
offered  to  the  town,  either  through  arrangements  made  with  private 
property  owners  or  via  Community  Preservation  Committee  (CPC) 
acquisitions.  Without  close  collaboration  with  the  CPC  it  would  be 
very  difficult  to  acquire  additional  open  space  parcels.  The 
Commission  is  proud  of  the  townspeople  for  backing  projects  brought 
to  town  meeting  by  CPC,  not  only  in  the  past,  but  hopefully  also  into 
the  future.  It  shows  that  the  residents  have  great  respect  and 
appreciation  for  dedicated  open  space  for  conservation  and  recreation 
in  the  Town  of  Scituate  for  all  to  enjoy. 

As  of  late,  CPC  has  closed  on  the  Crosbie  and  Damon  properties,  a 
total  of  approximately  87  acres,  and  the  Commission  is  looking 
forward  to  creating  a  new  access  and  parking  at  Crosbie  and  parking  at 
Damon  and  Bates  Lane  properties.  With  this  added  Open  Space  we 
hope  to  create  some  wonderful  trails  for  the  public  to  enjoy  the 
serenity  of  our  forests. 
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The  Conservation  Commissioners  and  the  Conservation  Office  staff 
are  specifically  responsible  for  dealing  with  conservation  and  wetland 
protection  matters,  but  they  depend  upon  citizens  of  the  town  to 
provide  additional  eyes  and  ears  in  the  effort  to  maintain  and  improve 
the  environment.  We  have  issued  a  number  of  Enforcement  Orders  to 
property  owners  that  have  committed  wetland  violations.  Some  of  the 
problems  have  been  resolved  quickly  and  altered  areas  have  been 
restored,  but  there  continues  to  be  alterations  to  our  protected  natural 
areas  requiring  the  Commission  to  take  enforcement  actions. 


With  the  recent  increase  in  new  development  projects  in  the  Town, 
there  are  additional  challenges  for  the  Conservation  Commission  and 
staff.  Often,  large  dwellings  are  built  on  small  lots  adjacent  to 
wetlands  and  there  is  not  much  room  left  for  a  usable  yard.  These 
building  projects  are  in  the  Commission’s  jurisdiction  and  property 
owners  must  follow  the  requirements  of  their  Order  of  Conditions. 
Often,  there  are  limitations  on  the  use  of  the  remaining  areas  of  the 
parcel  as  mitigation  for  building  on  that  lot.  This  is  where  many 
violations  occur.  Property  owners  sometimes  clear-cut  vegetation 
because  they  want  more  backyard,  but  they  do  not  realize  there  is  a 
required  wetland  buffer  protecting  the  adjacent  resource  areas. 
Residents  often  do  not  realize  how  important  wetlands  are  to  our 
ecosystem.  When  the  Commission  enforces  the  rules  and  regulations 
they  are  trying  to  protect  the  areas  within  their  jurisdiction  for  the 
benefit  of  the  citizens  and  future  generations.  When  encroachment 
occurs,  habitats  of  important  plants  &  animals  may  be  impacted, 
threatening  the  existence  of  certain  protected  species,  as  well  as 
impacting  other  species  that  require  these  areas  to  survive 

In  addition  to  responsibilities  pertaining  to  wetland  protection  and 
managing  Conservation  land,  there  have  been  significant  coastal 
challenges  requiring  the  involvement  of  the  Conservation  Office. 
Coastal  storms  are  constantly  impacting  coastal  resource  areas  as  well 
as  residents  in  these  areas.  Assistance  with  post-storm  permitting, 
stormwater  management  and  adapting  to  climate  change  and  sea  level 
rise  are  ongoing  challenges.  One  of  the  most  important  changes  for  the 
Town  regarding  coastal  issues  is  that  the  Coastal  Resource  Officer 
position  was  established  and  Nancy  Durfee  has  been  working  in  this 
capacity  for  the  past  six  months.  This  has  greatly  benefited  the 
Conservation  Office  and  we  look  forward  to  continued  collaboration 
with  Nancy  in  the  future. 
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This  year  we  had  a  group  of  kids  from  the  school’s  Summer  Life  Skills 
Program  -  Catherine  Waters,  Christopher  Michaud,  Matthew  Flanagan 
and  Timothy  Burt  who  worked  hard  cleaning  up  the  Driftway  Park  for 
the  residents  of  Scituate.  The  Commission  had  a  recognition  night  and 
it  was  the  most  rewarding  hearing  night  of  the  year! 

The  Conservation  Commission  members  in  2014  included:  Frank 
Snow,  Lisa  Caisse,  Richard  Harding,  Paul  G.  Parys,  William  C. 
Schmid,  Penny  Scott-Pipes,  and  our  newest  member  Joseph  Hannon. 
Pat  Gallivan  is  the  Conservation  &  Natural  Resources  Officer  and 
Carol  Logue  is  the  Administrative  Assistant.  In  the  short  period  of 
time  since  Pat  started  in  Scituate  we  have  had  several  major  coastal 
storms  and  a  sharp  increase  in  new  development  as  well  as  older 
projects  starting  up.  He  has  worked  countless  additional  hours  to  meet 
these  challenges.  We  are  very  fortunate  that  Carol  has  remained  a 
constant  through  the  many  changes  in  the  Commission  and  her 
commitment  and  dedication  is  very  much  appreciated.  We  want  to 
thank  Howard  Matthews  and  Ernie  Foster  for  their  hard  work  on  the 
Commission’s  open  space  and  trails.  We  thank  all  the  volunteers  that 
donate  their  time  and  energy  to  look  after  the  environment  that  is  so 
important  to  the  whole  Town  of  Scituate.

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The  Planning  Board  had  a  very  productive  year  in  2014  with  an 
escalating  rate  of  project  review  and  development.  Twenty-six 
meetings  were  held.  The  Planning  Board  endorsed  twenty  three 
Approval  Not  Required  Plans  and  approved  five  Site  Plan  Waivers. 
Also  approved  were  eight  Stormwater  Permits  and  six  Accessory 
Dwelling  Special  Permits.  Three  Scenic  Road  hearings  were  held. 
The  Board  approved  two  Flexible  Open  Space  Definitive  Subdivisions 
after  multiple  hearing  sessions.  Two  other  Definitive  Subdivision 
Plans  and  a  Modification  to  a  Definitive  Subdivision  Plan  were  also 
approved.  Hearings  continued  on  a  Mixed  Use  Special  Permit  in  the 
Village  Business  Overlay  District.  The  Planning  Board  continued  to 
administer  the  subdivision  control  law  with  several  subdivisions  in 
varying  stages  of  construction  and  a  total  of  thirty  one  lots  being 
released  for  construction  of  homes.  The  Planning  Board  finalized 
completion  of  the  Walnut  Tree  Hill  subdivision  when  the  2014  Town 
Meeting  accepted  the  streets  in  the  subdivision. 

The  Board  continued  to  work  on  several  zoning  bylaws.  Zoning 
Workshops  were  held  on  bylaws  for  the  Water  Resource  Protection 
District  and  Village  Business  Overlay  District  for  changes  for  the  2014 
Annual  Town  meeting.  The  Board  developed  a  Registered  Marijuana 
Dispensary  Bylaw  that  was  passed  at  the  2014  Annual  Town  Meeting. 
The  Board  held  a  Public  Forum  on  accessory  dwellings  in  anticipation 
of  changes  for  the  2015  Annual  Town  Meeting.  The  Board  has  been 
exploring  new  zoning  recommendations  from  the  Economic 
Development  Commission  Market  Study  for  a  40  R  mixed  use 
development  district  in  the  Greenbush  area  for  inclusion  in  the  2015 
Annual  Town  meeting. 

The  Planning  Board  reappointed  Laura  DeLong  and  Hal  Stokes  to  the 
Design  Review  Committee.  The  Board  appointed  John  Roman  to  the 
Design  Review  Committee. 

The  Town  Planner  and  the  Board  are  lending  their  land  use  guidance 
in  supporting  the  Economic  Development  Commission  (EDC).  We 
appreciate  all  of  the  energy,  time  and  thought  that  Economic 
Development  Commission  invested  in  their  positions  and  know  that 
the  Town  is  better  for  their  efforts.  A  Market  Study  and  Economic 
Development  Study  were  completed  by  MAPC  and  the  EDC  and 
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Board  are  working  together  to  enact  a  zoning  recommendation  of  a  40 
R  district. 


Members  of  the  Board  continue  to  serve  as  liaisons  to  other  boards  and 
committees  including  the  Public  Facilities  Master  Plan  Steering 
Committee,  the  Community  Preservation  Committee,  the  Traffic  Rules 
and  Regulations  Committee  and  the  Street  Acceptance  Committee. 

The  Town  Planner  continued  her  involvement  in  protecting  Scituate’s 
status  as  a  Green  Community  by  completing  the  extensive  Green 
Communities  annual  reporting  requirements.  An  energy  efficient 
hybrid  Chevy  Volt  was  delivered  to  the  Town  from  grant  funds 
received  for  energy  efficient  vehicles. 

The  Town  Planner  continued  to  administer  part  of  the  Town’s 
elevation  grant  program.  The  Town  hired  a  Coastal  Resource  Officer, 
Nancy  Durfee,  in  2014  who  is  administering  elevation  grants  for  15 
homes. 

The  Board  saw  Alternate  Member,  Bob  Greene  elected  to  a  full 
member  in  2014  when  Eric  Mercer  resigned.  We  are  very  grateful  for 
all  of  the  expertise  that  Eric  provided  and  thank  him  for  his  service. 
We  welcome  Ann  Burbine,  who  was  appointed  to  serve  as  the  new 
Alternate  Member.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FACILITIES  DEPARTMENT 


1 


It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Facilities  Department  to  provide  efficient 
and  cost  effective  programs  and  management  to  all  building 
operations,  repairs,  utilities,  capital  improvements  and  energy 
management  at  all  town  owned  and  operated  buildings,  including  six 
schools. 

The  Facilities  Department  had  a  busy  and  productive  2014.  With  the 
department  more  established  in  its  second  year  of  existence, 
Department  Heads  and  building  occupants  are  utilizing  the  Facilities 
Department  to  accomplish  tasks  which  they  would  have  managed  in 
the  past.  Also,  the  Department  has  become  more  involved  with  the 
planning  stages  for  a  potential  new  Middle  School,  Public  Safety 
Building  and  Library  renovation. 

Fiscal  Year  2014  Department  Highlights: 

Phase  I ESCO  project  substantial  completion:  At  Town  Meeting  2012, 
Article  4H,  authorized  5.9  million  dollars  for  Scituate  to  work  with  a 
guaranteed  energy  savings  performance  contract  with  a  qualified 
energy  service  company  (“ESCO”).  Phase  I  of  this  project  is 
substantially  complete,  installing  many  new  energy  savings  measures 
and  new  equipment,  which  will  result  in  energy  savings  at  all 
buildings. 

Scituate  Harbor  Community  Building:  Modifications  were  made, 
allowing  the  Harbor  Community  Building  to  be  used  by  Town 
Departments,  while  also  available  as  a  rental  facility  for  small  private 
functions. 

Building  upgrades:  Building  improvements  and  renovations  to  the 
Treasurer’s  Reception  and  Police  Station  Dispatch  areas  were 
developed  and  completed.  Both  improvements  provided  additional 
safety,  efficiency  and  user  friendliness  for  the  departments  and 
residents. 

Public  Facilities  Master  Planning:  Participated  in  this  committee  to 
help  identify  and  prioritize  the  needs  and  use  of  our  municipal 
buildings. 
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School  Building  Committee:  Participated  in  this  committee  as  well  as 
the  School  building  working  group  to  develop  the  appropriate  proposal 
for  a  new  Middle  School.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  COMMISSIONER/ZONING 

ENFORCEMENT  OFFICER 


The  Inspections  Department  is  responsible  for  enforcing  the  State 
Building  Code,  the  Gas  and  Plumbing  Code,  the  Electrical  Code, 
Weights  and  Measures  regulations.  State  Disabilities  regulations, 
FEMA  floodplain  regulations  and  the  Town  of  Scituate  Zoning 
Bylaws.  During  the  year  2014,  873  building  permits  were  issued 
representing  over  30  million  dollars  of  construction  work  in  Scituate. 


All  places  of  public  assembly  including  schools,  churches,  daycare 
centers,  nursing  homes,  restaurants  and  private  clubs  are  inspected  at 
regular  intervals  to  ensure  compliance  with  public  safety  regulations. 
In  addition,  over  50  business  establishments  licensed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  are  inspected  annually  for  life-safety  Code  compliance. 


It  has  been  a  pleasure  serving  the  citizens  of  Scituate  and  Town  Boards 
throughout  the  year.  I  wish  to  acknowledge  my  Department  Inspectors 
and  my  office  staff,  Maureen  Galvin,  Nicole  Harris  and  Lindsey 
DeSimone  for  their  indispensable  role  in  making  Scituate  a  safer  place 
to  live  and  a  special  thanks  to  Mike  Davis  and  John  Snyder  for  their 
help  in  the  office.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HARBORMASTER 


The  Harbormaster  is  the  managing  authority  over  Scituate  Waterways. 
He  has  one  full-time  assistant  and  one  business  manager,  who  provide 
operational  and  administrative  support.  He  manages  sixteen  seasonal 
assistants  who  conduct  patrols,  search  and  rescue  missions,  enforce 
MGL  CH90B  and  local  ordinances,  provide  security  for,  and  maintain 
all  Town  owned  maritime  facilities. 

The  Harbormaster  has  the  overall  responsibility  for  the  operation, 
planning  and  administration  of  the  Waterways  Enterprise  Fund.  He 
provides  fiscal  and  operational  management  of  the  municipal  marinas, 
the  commercial  fish  pier  and  oversees  the  allocation  of  moorings.  He  is 
responsible  for  the  collection  of  fees  for  moorings,  slips,  dinghies, 
permits,  and  tie-ups. 


In  the  early  spring  the  Harbormaster’s  Office  began  renovation  of  the 
Town  Pier.  The  pier  project  when  completed  will  provide  state  of  the 
art  improvements  for  our  commercial  fishing  fleet.  A  special  thanks  to 
project  manager  Paul  Scott  for  his  dedication  to  this  project. 

In  April  the  Harbormaster’s  Office  started  renovations  on  the 
Harbormaster’s  thirty-one  year  old  building,  with  new  roofing,  and 
exterior  siding;  indoor  carpet  replacement  and  repainting  of  the 
exterior  and  interior  building  was  also  completed. 


In  May  the  Harbormaster’s  Office  and  Recreation  Department  offered 
an  educational  clamming  day  in  the  North  River.  Many  volunteers 
attended  and  their  support  was  greatly  appreciated.  Direct  radio 
communication  was  established  with  lifeguards  on  the  beach, 
Harbormaster  Dispatch,  Fire  Department  and  Recreation  headquarters. 


In  July,  the  Harbormaster’s  Office  focused  on  public  safety  working 
side  by  side  with  the  police  and  fire  departments.  Multiple  drills  on 
missing  persons,  person  in  the  water  and  also  dive  drills  with 
recovering  objects  and  man-overboard  drills,  in  addition  to  training  in 
ice  rescues  with  the  Coast  Guard,  were  conducted. 

On  October  15,  2014,  Mark  V.  Patterson  retired  as  Harbormaster  after 
serving  the  town  for  twenty-five  years.  In  1989  Mark  started  in  the 
maintenance  division,  became  Assistant  Harbormaster  to  two 
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Harbormasters  and  subsequently  spent  the  last  8  years  as 
Harbormaster.  During  his  tenure  as  Harbormaster  he  oversaw  the 
expansion  and  transformation  of  Young’s  Boatyard  to  the  Scituate 
Marine  Park  and  Marina  facility.  He  initiated  and  completed  the 
Harborwalk  project;  secured  numerous  grants  to  facilitate  critical 
dredging  and  rehabilitation  projects.  His  genuine  love  of  our  town  and 
harbor  was  instrumental  in  creating  Scituate  Harbor  as  destination 
place  for  visitors  and  enhanced  the  harbor  area  for  our  residents.  He 
will  be  greatly  missed  by  his  staff  and  boating  community  who  wish 
him  fair  winds  and  following  seas. 


I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  all  Town  Departments,  members  of  all 
the  boards,  committees,  and  in  particular  the  Waterways  Commission 
for  their  support  and  assistance.  I  especially  want  to  thank  the  entire 
staff  of  the  Harbormaster’s  Office;  their  vigilance  and  dedication  made 
boating  in  Scituate  waterways  a  safe  and  pleasurable  experience  for 
everyone.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATERWAYS  COMMISSION 


The  Waterways  Commission  meets  monthly,  in  collaboration  with  the 
Harbormaster,  to  discuss  initiatives  and  make  recommendations  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  improve  the  recreational  and  commercial 
use  of  our  waterways.  We  focus  on  the  needs  of  our  commercial  fleet, 
recreational  boaters,  sportsmen,  and  everyone  who  takes  advantage  of 
our  natural  waterways  resources.  The  following  key  initiatives  and 
opportunities  were  addressed  this  year: 


•  With  the  additional  funding  for  renovation  of  the  Town  Pier 
work  was  started  and  should  be  completed  by  January  2015. 

•  Continued  to  promote  the  importance  of  Scituate  waterways  at 
the  State,  Regional  and  Federal  level. 

•  Changed  the  winter  stick  mooring  rules  so  they  are  now  in  effect 
from  October  15  to  May  15. 

•  Worked  with  the  Harbormaster  on  the  annual  waterways  budget 
and  the  goals  for  the  Waterways  Commission.  Appeared  before 
the  BOS  to  have  the  changes  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations 
presented  and  approved. 

•  Continued  the  discussions  on  transient  mooring  rules  and 
regulations  which  will  encourage  boaters  to  visit  Scituate  harbor 
and  our  rivers. 

•  Worked  to  resurrect  the  GIS  system  (Geographic  Information 
System)  that  was  implemented  in  the  Harbormaster’s  office  years 
ago  to  map  the  waterways  areas  with  precision  for  best  mooring 
yield  and  to  be  able  to  track  all  boats  in  the  Scituate  waterways. 

•  Worked  with  the  Marshfield  Waterways  Commission  and 
Marshfield  Harbormaster  on  the  dredging  project  from  the  Sea 
Street  Bridge  southward  in  Humarock. 

•  Supported  a  Crossroad4Kids  effort  in  the  harbor.  This  program 
inspires  youth  to  develop  their  innate  potential  to  become 
members  of  the  next  generation  of  diverse  young  leaders  in 
Massachusetts,  breaking  the  cycle  of  poverty  and  under¬ 
achievement  and  yielding  systemic  change  in  the  communities 
where  they  live.  The  Scituate  program  engages  children,  ages  7- 
18,  in  on-water  activities  during  the  summer  of  2014. 

•  Continued  to  meet  with  Plymouth  County  to  consider  a  county 
dredge  to  be  shared  by  the  ten  towns  that  make  up  Plymouth 
County. 
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Worked  with  the  Harbormaster  to  make  sure  that  floats  in 
Scituate  waterways  are  tagged  so  they  may  be  more  easily 
identified. 

Added  a  web  URL  sign  to  the  welcome  to  Scituate  Harbor  sign. 
Changed  the  marina  contract  dates  so  the  slips  can  be  used  by 
patrons  from  May  1 st  of  each  year. 

Added  one  new  member,  Michael  Gibbons,  to  the  Commission. 
Added  a  liability  insurance  requirement  to  the  town’s  mooring 
regulations. 

Saw  the  successful  implementation  of  Wi-Fi  in  the  harbor. 
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We  look  forward  to  our  continued  close  working  relationship  with  our 
new  Harbormaster  when  named  and  advising  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
regarding  ongoing  waterways  opportunities  and  issues.  As  always,  we 
welcome  town  and  public  participation  at  our  monthly  meetings. 
Typically  we  meet  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  7:15pm  at 
the  Scituate  Maritime  Center.

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REPORT  OF  PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL 

PROJECT 


The  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project 
are  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  of  our  activities  during 


2014. 


The  Project  is  a  special  district  created  by  the  State  Legislature  in 
1957,  and  is  now  composed  of  all  Plymouth  County  towns,  the  City  of 
Brockton,  and  the  town  of  Cohasset  in  Norfolk  County.  The  Project  is 
a  regional  response  to  a  regional  problem,  and  provides  a  way  of 
organizing  specialized  equipment,  specially  trained  employees,  and 
mosquito  control  professionals  into  a  single  agency  with  a  broad 
geographical  area  of  responsibility. 


The  2014  season  began  dry  with  a  low  water  table,  dry  conditions 
increased  into  the  summer  season.  Efforts  were  directed  at  larval 
mosquitoes  starting  with  the  spring  brood.  Ground  larviciding  and 
10,000  acres  of  aerial  larviciding  was  accomplished  using  B.t.i.,  an 
environmentally  selective  bacterial  agent.  Upon  emergence  of  the 
spring  brood  of  mosquitoes,  ultra-low  volume  adulticiding  began  on 
May  21,  2014  and  ended  on  September  26,  2014.  The  Project 
responded  to  16,585  requests  for  spraying  and  breeding  checks  from 
residents  covering  all  of  the  towns  within  the  district. 


In  response  to  the  continued  threat  of  mosquito  borne  diseases  in  the 
district,  we  increased  our  surveillance  trapping,  aerial  and  ground 
larviciding,  and  adult  spray  in  areas  of  concern  to  protect  public 
health. 


Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis  was  first  isolated  from  Coquillettidia 
perturbans,  a  mammal  and  bird  biting  species,  by  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Health  in  Bridgewater  on  July  17,  2014.  A  total 
of  fifteen  positive  EEE  mosquito  isolates  were  trapped  within 
Plymouth  County:  (4)  Bridgewater,  (3)  Kingston,  (2)  Lakeville,  (4) 
Rochester,  and  (2)  Marion. 

Based  on  guidelines  defined  by  the  “Vector  Control  Plan  to  Prevent 
EEE”  in  Massachusetts,  nine  Plymouth  County  towns,  Kingston, 
Lakeville,  Rochester,  West  Bridgewater,  Middleboro,  Rockland, 
Hingham,  Whitman,  Hanson,  and  Bridgewater  were  elevated  from 
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“Low”  to  “Moderate  Level’  of  EEE  Risk”.  All  other  towns  in 
Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Project  remained  in  the  “Low  Level  Risk” 
category.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  in  2014  there  were  no  human  or 
horse  EEE  cases  in  Plymouth  County. 


West  Nile  Virus  was  also  found  within  the  district.  A  total  of  4 
mosquitoes  pools  tested  positive  for  WNV  in  the  following  three 
towns:  (1)  Bridgewater,  (1)  Wareham,  (2)  Middleboro.  All  towns 
within  the  districts  remained  at  the  “Low  Level  Risk”  category  for 
West  Nile  Virus.  We  are  also  pleased  to  report  that  in  2014  that  there 
were  no  human  or  horse  West  Nile  Virus  cases  in  Plymouth  County 
Mosquito  Control  district.  As  part  of  our  West  Nile  Virus  control 
strategy  a  total  of  68,097  catch  basins  were  treated  with  larvicide  in  all 
of  our  towns  to  prevent  WNV. 
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The  Health  threat  of  EEE  and  WNV  continues  to  ensure  cooperation 
between  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project,  local  Boards 
of  Health  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health.  In  an 
effort  to  keep  the  public  informed,  EEE  and  WNV  activity  updates  are 
regularly  posted  on  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health 
website  at  www.state.ma.us/dph/wnv/wnvl.htm. 


The  figures  specific  to  the  town  of  Scituate  are  given  below.  While 
mosquitoes  do  not  respect  town  lines  the  information  given  below 
does  provide  a  tally  of  the  activities  which  have  had  the  greatest 
impact  on  the  health  and  comfort  of  Scituate  residents. 

Insecticide  Application.  900  acres  were  treated  using  truck  mounted 
sprayers  for  control  of  adult  mosquitoes.  More  than  one  application 
was  made  to  the  same  site  if  mosquitoes  reinvaded  the  area.  The  first 
treatments  were  made  in  May  and  the  last  in  September. 

During  the  summer  3,241  catch  basins  were  treated  to  prevent  the 
emergence  of  Culex  pipiens,  a  known  mosquito  vector  in  West  Nile 
Virus  transmission. 

Our  greatest  effort  has  been  targeted  at  mosquitoes  in  the  larval  stage, 
which  can  be  found  in  woodland  pools,  swamps,  marshes  and  other 
standing  water  areas.  Inspectors 

continually  gather  data  on  these  sites  and  treat  with  highly  specific 
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larvicides  when  immature  mosquitoes  are  present. 


Water  Management.  During  2014  crews  removed  blockages,  brush 
and  other  obstructions  from  1,370  linear  feet  of  ditches  and  streams  to 
prevent  overflows  or  stagnation  that  can  result  in  mosquito  breeding. 
This  work,  together  with  machine  reclamation,  is  most  often  carried 
out  in  the  fall  and  winter. 

Machine  Reclamation.  2,750  linear  feet  of  saltmarsh  ditch  was 
reconstructed  in  Scituate  using  the  Project’s  track  driven  excavator. 


Finally,  we  have  been  tracking  response  time,  which  is  the  time 
between  notice  of  a  mosquito  problem  and  response  by  one  of  our 
inspectors.  The  complaint  response  time  in  the  Town  of  Scituate  was 
less  than  three  days  with  more  than  259  complaints  answered. 


Mosquito  Survey.  Our  surveillance  showed  that  the  dominant 
mosquitoes  throughout  the  district  were  generally  Culiseta  melanura 
and  Coquillettidia  perturbans.  In  the  Town  of  Scituate  the  three  most 
common  mosquitoes  were  Aedes  vexans,  Ochlerotatus  abserratus  and 
Coquillettidia  perturbans.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


The  Department  of  Public  Works  Mission  is  to  provide  cost-effective 
services  to  the  residents  of  Scituate.  The  forty-eight  DPW  team 
members  are  organized  into  the  following  divisions  focused  on 
delivering  service  to  our  residents: 


The  Highway  and  Grounds  Division  is  led  by  Superintendent  Mike 
Breen.  The  members  of  this  team  maintain  all  playing  fields, 
playgrounds,  parks,  roadsides,  the  Town  forest,  and  two  public 
cemeteries.  In  addition  they  pave,  patch,  paint,  plow,  sand  and  sweep 
over  100+  miles  of  public  roads  in  Scituate.  In  2014,  this  19-person 
team  paved  Woodland  Road  and  sections  of  Lotus  Ave,  King’s  Way 
and  Edith  Homes.  In  addition,  they  installed  and  repaired  over  800  feet 
of  new  drainage,  installed  over  300  feet  of  new  guardrail;  cleaned  the 
culverts  in  Sandhills,  Jericho  Road  at  Bay  Ridge,  Lighthouse  Road, 
Spaulding  Road  at  Otis  Road,  Scituate  Avenue,  Henry  Turner  Bailey 
Road,  Driftway  (three  areas),  Old  Gannett  Road,  Minot  Parking  lot, 
and  Egypt  Avenue.  Crews  removed  sand  and  stone  multiple  times 
from  Central  Avenue,  Egypt  Avenue,  Glades  Road,  Peggotty  Beach 
parking  lot,  Turner  Road  and  Oceanside  Drive.  Sixty  (60)  catch  basins 
and  manholes  across  town  were  repaired.  The  Town  brought  in  and 
placed  over  2000  tons  of  rounded  river  stone  to  the  Stone  Berm  that 
separates  the  ocean  and  Musquashicut  Pond.  This  berm  protects 
Hathery  Road,  Gannett  Road  and  most  of  North  Scituate.  Both 
divisions  (Highway  and  Public  Grounds)  responded  to  more  than  100 
emergency  calls  for  traffic  accident  clean  up,  sinkholes,  pot  holes, 
downed  trees,  power  outages  (traffic  lights),  water  breaks,  storm  over 
wash  and  carcass  removals.  Winter  was  above  average  in  snow  fall 
and  above  average  in  storm  over  wash  along  the  coast.  There  was  need 
to  treat  the  roads  with  salt  18  times  and  plow  5  times.  All  parks  and 
cemeteries  were  in  good  shape  for  Memorial  Day  and  other  special 
events  throughout  the  year. 

This  year  we  had  two  Town  employees  retire:  George  Cabozzi  after 
31  years  of  service  and  Tom  Houghton  after  13  years  of  service.  We 
wish  them  many  years  of  happy  retirement. 
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The  Engineering  Division,  led  by  the  Engineering  Supervisor  Sean 
McCarthy,  is  committed  to  providing  professional  and  cost  effective 
technical  engineering  services  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Scituate 
and  other  Departments,  Boards  and  Commissions.  I  would  like  to 
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recognize  Dan  Smith  our  staff  engineer  and  Christine  Chessia  our 
office  manager  for  their  steadfast  efforts  and  dedication  to  the  Town  of 
Scituate  and  the  Engineering  Division.  Our  efforts  are  focused  on 
providing  a  high  level  of  expertise  for  planning,  design  and  quality 
construction  management  of  all  public  works  improvement  projects 
while  maintaining  budgets  and  timelines.  During  2014  the  Division 
bid,  reviewed  design  and  managed  the  construction  for  the  installation 
of  6.9  miles  of  new  water  mains.  The  four  projects  included 
Lighthouse  Point,  Hatherly  Road,  Country  Way,  Meetinghouse  Lane, 
Glades  Road,  Woodland  Road,  Greenfield  Lane  and  several  side 
streets  in  the  Downtown  area.  The  Department  prepared  and  submitted 
two  grants  this  spring  offered  through  the  Patrick  Administration  for 
Coastal  Improvements.  The  Resilient  Coastal  Infrastructure  Grant 
($4,000,000.00)  and  the  Green  Resilient  Coastal  Infrastructure 
($1 18,000.00)  were  both  awarded  to  the  Town  of  Scituate.  This  began 
with  joint  efforts  between  the  Town  Administrator  and  Legal  Counsel 
on  the  creation  of  a  “Grant  of  Easement”.  The  implementation  of  the 
Grant  of  Easement  has  opened  discussions  between  the  Town  and 
Residents  in  regards  to  repairing  the  Coastal  Infrastructure  and 
providing  public  access  to  the  beach.  The  Department  has  provided 
technical  support  in  the  review  of  Subdivision  Design  and  25 
Stormwater  permits  for  the  Planning  Board.  The  Department 
completes  a  thorough  review  of  the  lot  design  and  Stormwater 
calculations  for  compliance  with  the  Town  of  Scituate  Zoning  Bylaws 
and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Protection 
Stormwater  Management.  The  Department  has  also  been  involved  in 
the  review  of  over  80  Septic  Design  Plans  for  the  Board  of  Health  for 
compliance  with  the  State  Sanitary  Code,  Title  5.  This  involves  a 
detailed  review  of  the  design  plan  and  associated  permits  to  ensure  the 
system  will  comply  with  all  codes  and  provide  proper  treatment  of  the 
effluent.  Completed  an  existing  conditions  survey,  Design  Plan  and 
specification  package  for  the  replacement  of  2  outdoor  basketball 
courts  at  the  Wampatuck  and  Cushing  elementary  Schools  and 
stabilized  the  Peggotty  beach  parking  lot  and  provided  users  a  safe, 
level  and  dry  parking  area.  The  Department  also  purchased  and 
installed  the  first  outdoor  beach  shower  located  at  the  public  beach 
access  point  at  Peggotty  Beach.  The  stainless  Steel  5  head  shower  will 
allow  beach  goers  to  rinse  off  before  leaving  the  beach. 


The  Water  Division,  led  by  Superintendent  Jim  DeBarros,  has  the 
mission  to  deliver  fresh,  tasty  water  at  40  psi  to  every  household  in 
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Scituate,  provide  accurate,  timely  bills,  and  meet  future  growth  needs 
by  investing  in  water  sources,  infrastructure  and  conservation.  During 
2014  the  Division  delivered  642  million  gallons  of  water  to  customers 
in  Scituate:  65%  drawn  from  wells,  27%  processed  from  surface  water 
and  8%  purchased  from  Marshfield  for  Humarock  residents.  Due  to  a 
very  dry  season  and  the  lack  of  rain,  water  bans  were  put  into  effect  as 
the  reservoir  went  to  historic  lows.  The  water  line  replacement 
program  started  with  6.9  miles  of  water  lines  installed  through  Town. 
This  is  part  of  a  three  year  plan  to  eliminate  old  cast  iron  pipes 
installed  prior  to  1935  and  eliminate  brown  water.  There  are  only  16 
miles  of  planned  pipe  replacement  through  2015  and  2016. 


The  Transfer  Station,  led  by  the  Engineering  Supervisor  Sean 
McCarthy,  provides  an  efficient  and  effective  Solid  Waste 
Transfer/Recycling  Station  for  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Scituate  to 
dispose  of  household  waste  and  recycling.  Focusing  on  continued 
improvements  and  recycling  opportunities  while  meeting  the  needs  of 
the  stakeholders.  I  would  like  to  recognize  the  staff  at  the  Transfer 
Station  who  works  tirelessly  to  ensure  residents  a  clean  and  safe 
environment  and  pleasant  experience.  In  2014,  the  Transfer  Station 
sent  2,794  tons  of  Blue  Bags  to  the  Mwaste-to-energy  burner”  at 
SEMASS,  2,033  tons  of  "C&D”  to  be  recycled  by  New  England 
Recycling  in  Taunton  and  over  2,500  tons  of  paper,  plastic,  glass  and 
metal  to  be  recycled.  In  addition  the  Transfer  Station  team  helped 
citizens  responsibly  dispose  of  TVs,  propane  tanks,  scrap  metal,  and 
mattresses.  The  Transfer  Station  enterprise  ended  the  year  with  a 
positive  cash  flow  for  the  6th  year  in  a  row,  funded  their  capital 
requirements  and  built  Retained  Earnings.  The  Department  also 
applied  for  and  received  a  Grant  from  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Environmental  Protection  for  $7500  to  assist  in  the  purchase  of  a 
compactor  for  the  Transfer  Station. 


The  Sewer  Division’s  mission  is  to  manage  the  cost-effective 
treatment  of  wastewater  from  the  connected  residences  and  expand  the 
capacity  of  the  treatment  plant  by  eliminating  the  sources  of  ground 
water  entering  the  system.  Supervisor  Bob  Rowland  retired  after  19 
years  working  for  the  Town.  Rick  Mosca  transferred  from  the  Water 
Department  to  act  as  the  Interim  Supervisor.  Rick  and  his  team  ol  7 
people  manage  the  24/7  operations  to  meet  all  the  stringent  regulatory 
requirements.  In  2014  the  Sewer  Division  treated  475  million  gallons 
of  wastewater,  3.5  million  gallons  of  septage,  and  removed  643,945 
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pounds  of  sludge  cake.  During  the  year  the  Division  connected  76 
additional  residences,  inspected  281  manholes,  and  relined  630  feet  of 
sewer  laterals.  The  Division  continued  its  work  to  reduce  the  leakage 
of  ground  and  surface  water  into  the  sewer  system  (“I&I  reduction.”). 
The  outside  engineering  firm  hired  to  help  with  this  work  conducted 
closed  circuit  TV  inspections  looking  for  leaking  house  laterals  to 
eliminate  this  source  of  non-revenue  producing  inflow.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  year  2014  was  very  positive  for  the  Scituate  Public  Schools. 
Through  the  generous  support  of  the  town  and  its  voters,  a  $75  million 
debt  exclusion  was  passed  to  enable  a  new  Middle  School  to  be  built 
in  the  town.  The  School  Building  Committee  and  Superintendent 
McCarthy  had  met  throughout  2014  with  Scituate  Town  Boards  and 
members  of  the  community  to  obtain  feedback  and  support  for  the 
project.  The  Massachusetts  School  Building  Authority  (MSBA) 
applauded  the  hard  work  completed  by  the  Superintendent  and 
Building  Committee  when  the  project  and  reimbursement  rate  that  the 
town  would  receive  back  for  the  project  were  approved. 


We  are  currently  in  the  process  of  reviewing  and  updating  the  school’s 
policy  manual  with  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  School 
Committees  (MASC).  The  updates  will  assure  that  existing  policies 
are  compliant  with  state  and  federal  requirements,  and  identify  where 
new  policies  are  required  to  protect  students  and  the  school.  The 
completed  policy  manual  is  expected  to  be  approved  in  June  of  2015. 


We  continue  to  review  the  Technology  and  5  Year  Strategic  Plans 
against  what  is  currently  occurring  in  the  classroom.  The  goal  is  to 
continue  to  provide  students  with  a  strong  curriculum  and  the  tools  to 
succeed  across  all  grades  and  schools.  Students  will  be  able  to 
complete  lessons  through  Project  Based  Learning.  This  will  improve 
their  ability  to  identify  and  solve  complex  questions  that  are  presented 
to  them  in  the  classroom,  and  the  technique  will  also  improve  their 
ability  to  answer  questions  that  are  presented  to  them  in  their  everyday 
lives. 


Scituate  students  in  grades  3-8  and  grades  9  and  11  will  begin  taking 
the  PARCC  exam  during  the  2014-2015  year  as  part  of  a  two  year 
trial.  The  exam  could  replace  MCAS  in  the  next  several  years  if  it  is 
adopted  by  Massachusetts.  The  PARCC  exam  is  more  performance 
based  in  design  than  MCAS  is,  and  this  format  will  prepare  students  to 
be  better  prepared  for  college  and  their  careers.  The  current 
curriculum’s  emphasis  on  Project  Based  Learning  fits  well  with  the 
format  of  the  exam.  Students  in  grade  10  will  still  take  and  be  required 
to  pass  the  MCAS  exam  as  a  requirement  for  graduation. 

The  School  Committee  is  committed  to  ensuring  that  the  students  of 
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the  Scituate  Public  Schools  continue  to  receive  a  quality  education. 
The  Committee  is  available  to  answer  any  questions  from  students  or 
residents  of  Scituate  either  in  its  public  meetings  or  questions 
submitted  directly  to  its  members.  We  also  understand  the  amount  of 
work  placed  on  students  and  parents,  and  appreciate  all  that  is  done  at 
home  so  that  students  are  able  to  thrive  in  the  classroom  and  set 
themselves  up  for  a  successful  future.  We  look  forward  to  continuing 
to  work  with  the  Superintendent  and  employees  of  the  school  system 
to  make  the  Scituate  Public  Schools  an  ideal  learning  environment.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


It  is  my  pleasure  to  report  out  to  the  citizens  of  Scituate  on  progress 
made  by  our  school  system  over  the  past  year.  Perhaps  no  milestone  is 
more  significant  than  the  passage  of  a  new  middle  school  for  the  town 
scheduled  to  open  in  September,  2017.  The  School  Building 
Committee  thoroughly  studied  all  possible  options  and  brought 
forward  to  the  community  a  new  Grade  6-8  middle  school  attached 
to  the  south  side  of  Scituate  High  School.  This  project  also  included  a 
partial  renovation  to  the  high  school  as  well  as  a  new  auditorium  and 
adjacent  music  and  drama  spaces.  The  plan  not  only  benefits  both 
middle  and  high  school  students,  but  relieves  overcrowding  at  our  four 
elementary  schools.  This  building  project  solves  multiple  problems 
and  will  provide  Scituate  with  a  model  middle  school  for  the  21st 
Century.  We  are  extremely  grateful  to  the  citizens  of  the  town  for  their 
support  in  finally  bringing  this  much  needed  new  school  building 
project  to  a  successful  conclusion. 


I  am  also  pleased  to  report  out  on  progress  made  relative  to  our  five- 
year  strategic  plan  entitled  the  Scituate  Education  Experience. 

Goal  #7:  By  September  2018,  100%  of  the  Scituate  Public  Schools 
Curriculum  will  be  horizontally  and  vertically  aligned  across  and 
between  grades  and  schools,  and  aligned  with  state  frameworks  to 
provide  a  guaranteed,  comprehensive,  accessible,  relevant,  and 
rigorous  21st  Century  educational  program  as  evidenced  by  published 
written  Understanding  by  Design  (UbD)  curriculum  guides, 
observable  classroom  instruction,  and  proficiency  on  state 
assessments. 


Having  a  strong  written  curriculum  aligned  to  the  2011  Massachusetts 
Curriculum  Frameworks  is  critical  for  the  success  of  our  students  on 
state  assessments.  The  Curriculum  Team  selected  Atlas  Rubicon  as  a 
curriculum  mapping  program  and  department  chairs  were  trained  in 
how  to  use  the  tool  to  begin  mapping  and  aligning  the  curriculum.  In 
Grades  K-6,  teachers  began  implementing  our  new  math  program, 
enVision.  This  program  is  far  better  aligned  to  the  2011  Massachusetts 
Curriculum  Frameworks.  In  Grades  7-12,  all  departments  completed  a 
minimum  of  25  %  of  UbD  curriculum  units,  with  some  exceeding 
50%.  The  goal  is  to  have  a  fully  aligned  and  mapped  UbD  PK-12 
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written  curriculum  in  all  grades  and  subject  areas  by  September  of 
2018. 

Goal  #2:  Through  an  instructional  program  emphasizing  high 
expectations  for  all  students,  Project-Based  Learning  (PbL),  co¬ 
teaching,  research-based  instructional  strategies,  using  data  to  inform 
instruction,  and  tiered  systems  of  support,  every  student,  by  June  2018, 
will  be  exposed  to  an  agreed  upon,  consistent  approach  to  teaching 
and  learning  and  will  minimally  complete  and  present  one 
interdisciplinary  project  to  meet  a  community  need,  thereby 
demonstrating  mastery  of  the  agreed  upon  standards -based  PK-12 
curriculum  and  grade-level  proficiencies. 

Using  student  data  to  inform  instruction  is  critical  to  ensuring  all 
students  succeed.  It  is  an  important  component  of  Rtl,  or  Response  to 
Intervention.  We  formed  and  trained  Grade  K-4  literacy  data  teams  in 
each  elementary  school.  Common  protocols  were  established  and  these 
teams  began  examining  student  assessment  data,  using  that  data  to 
provide  as  needed  intervention  strategies  for  students  struggling  to 
achieve  expected  benchmarks  of  learning.  We  also  trained  one  co¬ 
teaching  team  in  each  elementary  school,  Grades  4-6,  and  hired  three 
new  elementary  special  education  teachers.  Co-teaching  is  an  approach 
to  teaching  and  learning  whereby  one  special  educator  works  with  a 
grade  level  team  of  regular  education  teachers  to  ensure  all  students 
have  full  access  to  the  curriculum.  When  implemented  well,  co¬ 
teaching  has  proven  to  raise  student  achievement  while  reducing  the 
number  of  students  who  require  special  education  services.  We  also 
trained  all  SPS  faculty  in  three  high  leverage  strategies,  questioning, 
feedback,  and  mastery  objectives.  We  did  this  to  ensure  all  students, 
regardless  of  teacher  or  school,  would  be  exposed  to  high  quality, 
research-based  instructional  strategies.  Finally,  we  began  training 
thirty-five  of  our  teachers  and  administrators  in  Project-based  Learning 
(PbL).  PbL  is  a  teaching  method  whereby  students  gain  knowledge  and 
skills  by  working  for  an  extended  period  of  time  to  investigate  and 
respond  to  a  complex  question,  problem,  or  challenge.  It  is  a  highly 
engaging  way  for  students  to  learn  and  the  best  way  we  know  to 
ensure  students  are  practicing  essential  21st  Century  skills  such  as 
collaboration,  critical  problem-solving,  creativity,  and  communication. 
When  the  new  middle  school  opens  in  2017,  teachers  will  employ  PbL 
as  one  of  the  primary  teaching  methods  in  the  school. 


Goal  # 3 :  By  September  2018,  teams  of  teachers  across  all  grades 
and/or  departments  will  collaboratively  create,  implement  and 
monitor  between  four  to  eight  common  benchmark  assessments  per 
grade  and/or  subject  area/department,  as  well  as  two  district- 
determined  measures,  to  guide  instruction,  provide  next  step  strategies 
to  promote  student  growth,  measure  teacher  impact  on  student 
learning,  and  prepare  for  the  implementation  of  the  Partnership  for 
Assessment  of  Readiness  for  College  and  Careers  (PARCC) 
assessments. 


The  area  of  student  assessment  has  been  undergoing  significant  change 
in  Massachusetts  over  the  past  few  years.  Common  assessments  are 
being  used  more  frequently  by  schools  to  measure  student  progress 
relative  to  established  benchmarks.  Scituate  has  begun  developing 
common  assessments  across  all  grades  and  subject  areas.  Teacher 
effectiveness  is  now  measured  by  student  performance  on  district- 
determined  measures,  or  DDMs.  The  state  is  in  the  process  of  phasing 
out  the  Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment  System  (MCAS) 
and  replacing  it  with  the  Partnership  for  Assessment  of  Readiness  for 
College  and  Careers  (PARCC).  In  2015,  Scituate  students  in  Grades  3 
-11  will  participate  in  the  very  first  PARCC  assessment. 

The  PARCC  tests  are  high  quality,  performance-based  assessments  in 
mathematics  and  English  Language  Arts/Literacy.  Unlike  MCAS, 
these  tests  will  be  computer-based  and  provide  schools  more  timely 
feedback  on  student  achievement.  The  PARCC  tests  are  generally 
considered  more  challenging  than  MCAS  and  a  better  indicator  of 
student  success  in  college  and  or  a  career. 


Goal  # 4 :  By  September  2015,  schedules  and  structures  will  be 
researched  and  recreated  to  provide  sufficient  flexibility  to  maximize 
the  most  efficient  and  effective  use  of  student  learning  time  and 
provide  time  for  staff  collaboration  and  professional  development 
within  and  outside  of  the  school  day  and  year. 

School  schedules  have  remained  fairly  consistent  over  the  past  twenty- 
five  years.  In  other  words,  not  much  has  changed  since  the  time  most 
of  our  student’s  parents  or  grandparents  went  to  school.  The  time  and 
structure  is  pretty  much  the  same,  despite  what  we  now  know  about 
student  learning  relative  to  time.  All  Scituate  schools  have  begun  to 
look  at  their  existing  schedules  to  find  ways  to  make  the  best  use  of 
student  learning  time  and  increase  collaboration  time  for  teachers.  For 
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example,  this  year  the  high  school  start  time  was  pushed  thirty  minutes 
later  because  we  know  high  school  adolescents  do  not  learn  as  well 
early  in  the  morning.  Students  from  the  high  school  and  Gates  now 
travel  to  school  on  the  same  busses,  not  only  allowing  for  the  same 
start  times,  but  a  move  that  has  saved  the  district  money  in  fuel  and 
wear  and  tear  on  the  busses.  The  Gates  Intermediate  School  revised  its 
schedule  to  increase  time  for  teacher  collaboration.  The  four 
elementary  schools  are  in  the  beginning  stages  of  developing 
schedules  that  will  increase  student  learning  time  and  allow  all  school 
to  start  at  the  same  time.  While  school  schedules  remain  one  of  the 
most  difficult  aspects  of  public  education  to  change,  the  Scituate 
Public  Schools  are  committed  to  finding  the  best  ways  to  maximize 
student  learning  time  and  provide  time  for  staff  collaboration  and 
professional  development  within  and  outside  of  the  school  day  and 
year. 

Goal  #5:  We  will  develop  comprehensive  facility  and  technology  plans 
so  that  by  September  2018  we  have  created,  or  planned  for  the 
creation  of  schools  where  technology  is  seamlessly  integrated  into 
teaching  and  learning  and  students  and  teachers  are  able  to 
collaborate,  communicate  and  creatively  solve  problems  using  21st 
Century  knowledge  and  skills. 

The  Scituate  Public  Schools  unveiled  a  new  five-year  technology  plan 
to  ensure  our  teachers  and  students  have  access  to  state-of-the-times 
technology  to  enhance  teaching  and  learning.  Two  full-time 
technology  integration  specialists  were  hired  to  assist  teachers  with 
incorporating  technology  seamlessly  into  curriculum  and  instruction. 
Over  four  hundred  devices,  either  laptops  or  Chromebooks,  were 
deployed  across  all  schools  to  increase  student  access  to  technology  in 
the  classroom.  In  addition,  students  in  Grades  5-12  are  now  allowed 
to  bring  and  use  their  own  technology  to  school  if  they  so  choose.  The 
Scituate  Public  Schools  are  grateful  to  the  community  for  supporting 
capital  expenditures  in  technology  over  the  past  few  years  to  make  this 
all  happen. 

While  the  Scituate  Public  Schools  continue  to  enjoy  an  excellent 
reputation  in  the  community  and  beyond,  no  school  system  should 
ever  rest  on  its  laurels  and  accept  the  status  quo  as  the  preferred  way  to 
go.  While  we  certainly  celebrate  what  we  do  well,  we  are  at  the  same 
time  equally  committed  to  finding  ways  to  improve.  On  behalf  of  the 


entire  staff  of  the  Scituate  Public  Schools,  I  can  assure  this  community 
that  we  are  a  high  quality  educational  system  committed  to  being  the 
very  best  we  can  be.  While  our  past  history  speaks  for  itself,  it  is  how 
well  we  prepare  students  for  their  future  that  we  will  be  judged  by.  To 
that  end,  we  will  continue  to  reflect,  revise  and  improve  our 
educational  delivery  system  to  ensure  every  child,  regardless  of  street 
address  or  school  attended,  is  afforded  the  highest  quality  teaching  and 
learning  environment  in  order  to  achieve  their  maximum  potential.  We 
thank  the  community  for  their  strong  support  of  their  public  schools  in 
achieving  this  lofty  goal.

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As  part  of  the  NEASC  recommendations,  the  school  has  been 
encouraged  to  invest  in  dedicated  space  for  facilities  maintenance  and 
vocational  technical  storage.  Such  recommendations  stem  from  the 
fact  that  the  school  continues  to  recruit  and  retain  nearly  600  students; 
consequently  all  available  space  is  used  for  instructional  purposes, 
requiring  that  storage  needs  be  addressed  for  the  various  vocational 
technical  equipment  and  supplies  for  our  14  vocational  technical 
majors. 

In  an  effort  to  stay  on  top  of  facilities  needs,  the  school  applied 
successfully  for  admittance  to  the  Massachusetts  School  Building 
Authority’s  (MSB A)  Accelerated  Repair  program  to  receive  state 
subsidies  to  replace  our  school’s  1962  boiler.  The  project  will  be 
completed  by  December  2015.  In  the  future,  the  school  district  will  be 
looking  closely  at  its  infrastructure  needs  so  that  it  can  continue  to 
serve  its  students  with  2 1  st  century  technology  and  instructional  space 
within  the  confines  of  a  well  maintained,  mid-20th  century  building. 
We  are  very  proud  of  our  students  and  staff  and  continue  to  appreciate 
the  support  of  Scituate’s  residents.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 


The  Scituate  Board  of  Health  is  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report 
of  the  activities  conducted  by  the  Public  Health  Department  in  2014. 
It  is  the  Board  of  Health’s  responsibility  to  promote  and  protect  public 
and  environmental  health  within  the  community  by  implementing 
programs,  enacting  policies,  enforcing  regulations,  and  providing 
prevention  services  for  the  residents  of  Scituate.  Annually,  the  Public 
Health  Department  provides  inspectional  services  for  food  safety; 
septic  systems;  public,  semi-public  and  commercial  pools;  public 
swimming  beaches;  and  recreational  camps.  The  department  also 
issues  permits  for  food  service  and  retail  food  establishments, 
including  residential  kitchens  and  mobile  vendors;  temporary  events 
serving  food;  tobacco  retailers;  disposal  works  installers  and 
inspectors;  septic  system  installations;  rubbish  removal;  waste 
pumping  and  hauling;  funeral  directors,  and  burials. 


The  Board  consists  of  three  members,  who  meet  publicly  every  other 
week  to  address  concerns  brought  to  their  attention  by  the  community. 
Russell  Clark  continued  to  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Health 
and  was  joined  by  Michael  Vazza  and  Steven  B.  Pansey,  both  of 
whom  continued  in  their  existing  roles.  This  department  welcomed  our 
new  health  agent,  Jennifer  Keefe,  who  started  in  July  and  our  new 
administrative  assistant,  Sue  Tice,  who  started  in  November.  We  wish 
the  previous  director,  Jennifer  Sullivan,  well  in  retirement  and 
sincerely  thank  Mary  Montanari,  who  diligently  served  this 
department  for  two  and  a  half  years  prior  to  becoming  the 
administrative  assistant  for  the  Scituate  Fire  Department  in  November. 
The  Board  would  also  like  to  acknowledge  the  efforts  of  our 
consultants,  Nelly  Brown- Janga,  Barbara  Thissell,  Clint  Watson  and 
Ralph  Cole,  whose  continued  commitment  and  dedication  to  public 
service  is  a  valuable  asset  to  our  community. 


This  year,  Eileen  Scotti,  the  public  health  nurse,  offered  several  free 
flu  prevention  clinics  during  which  she  provided  approximately  400 
flu  shots  to  residents,  conducted  weekly  blood  pressure  clinics  and 
home  visits  as  identified  below,  and  participated  in  the  annual  Senior 
Health  Fair  conducted  at  the  Scituate  Harbor  Community  Building. 
She  also  documented  and  investigated  the  reportable  illnesses 
identified  below.

The  department  strives  to  provide  the  public  with  reliable  and  accurate 
information  on  emerging  public  health  threats  or  concerns,  such  as 
Ebola,  Enterovirus  D68  and  influenza.  The  department  has  participated 
in  numerous  conference  calls  and  meetings  to  effectively  respond  to 
concerns  regarding  the  Ebola  virus  at  a  local  level.  This  department 
has,  therefore,  been  a  point  of  contact  for  first  responders.  State 
officials,  and  residents  regarding  the  State  and  local  response.  With  the 
assistance  of  the  Scituate  Community  Television,  the  department 
issued  a  public  service  announcement  about  Ebola  and  collaborated 
with  the  Scituate  FACTS  Coalition  and  the  Scituate  Police  Department 
to  issue  a  public  service  announcement  about  opiate  abuse  and  means 
to  receive  live  saving  support.  The  health  department  is  committed  to 
further  collaboration  with  these  departments  to  assist  the  community 
with  this  public  health  crisis,  and  has  begun  by  attending  several 
regional  and  local  forums  sponsored  by  the  Scituate  FACTS  Coalition. 
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The  department  has  been  collaborating  with  multiple  departments  and 
external  resources,  such  as  SANDS  and  CERT,  to  facilitate  effective 
implementation  of  emergency  preparedness  procedures,  so  the  Town 
may  provide  such  services  when  the  need  arises.  To  assist  in  this 
necessary  planning  process,  the  department  has  received  and 
administers  a  federal  emergency  preparedness  grant.  The  director 
attends  monthly  regional  emergency  preparedness  meetings  to 
collaborate  with  other  towns  in  our  region.  Additionally,  the 
department  is  responsible  for  the  emergency  shelter,  when  conditions 
warrant  its  opening. 


The  department  also  has  been  effectively  collaborating  with  the 
Manager  of  Social  Services,  Animal  Control  and  other  departments,  as 
well  as  external  resources  to  facilitate  the  activation  of  the  Scituate 
Hoarding  Response  Team.  The  Manager  of  Social  Services,  the 
Animal  Control  Officer,  and  this  department  have  been  attending 
conferences  and  meetings  of  other  hoarding  task  forces,  and  we  have 
hosted  internal  meetings  to  learn  best  practices,  and  to  develop  a 
mission  statement  and  protocol  to  respond  to  this  growing  issue  in  the 
Town.  Collectively,  we  have  been  actively  engaged  with  several 
affected  neighborhoods  as  we  strive  to  affect  positive  outcomes  for 
individuals  who  hoard  and  their  neighborhoods. 


This  year,  our  inspector,  Nelly  Brown-Janga,  conducted  inspections  of 
our  local  food  establishments,  seasonal  mobile  food  carts,  the  Farmer’s 
Market,  and  food  carts  that  participated  in  the  annual  festivals, 
Heritage  Days  and  Fall  for  Scituate,  which  are  held  on  Front  Street  and 
in  North  Scituate,  respectively.  She  assisted  in  inspecting,  and  thus, 
welcomed,  new  establishments  to  the  community,  including  Quench 
and  Lucky  Finn.  Additionally,  she  inspected  the  public  and  semi¬ 
public  pools  that  serve  the  recreational  community  and  the  camp  at  the 
Inly  School,  which  provides  summer  recreational  activities  for  local 
children.  Further,  the  department,  with  the  assistance  of  Ms.  Brown- 
Janga,  continues  to  work  with  food  establishments  on  the  phased 
implementation  of  the  Fats,  Oils  and  Grease  regulations  that  require 
larger  and/or  outside  grease  traps. 


Regular  weekly  testing  of  the  six  public  beaches  in  Scituate  began  in 
June  and  continued  through  Labor  Day.  Egypt  Beach  and  Minot  Beach 
remained  open  for  the  entire  season,  while  Lighthouse  Beach  and  Sand 
Hills  Beach  each  experienced  one  multi-day  closure.  Peggotty  Beach 
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had  two  multi-day  closures  during  the  bathing  season.  The  department, 
in  conjunction  with  the  Recreation  Department,  has  begun  to  initiate 
changes  and  enhancements  to  the  beach  testing  and  notification 
process  to  facilitate  improved  communication  regarding  sampling 
results. 

The  department  has  responded  to  several  environmental  health  related 
complaints,  conducted  investigations  and  corresponded  with  the 
appropriate  State  and  Federal  governmental  agencies,  residents,  and 
local  authorities  throughout  the  process.  The  department,  with  the 
assistance  of  its  consultant,  Ralph  Cole,  has  also  responded  to  and 
investigated  several  septic  system  complaints.  Further,  numerous 
housing  inspections  have  been  requested  and  conducted  by  the 
department  and  at  times,  in  coordination  with  the  Manager  of  Social 
Services  and  other  departments,  as  appropriate.

In  addition,  106  Septic  System  Plans  were  approved,  108  Perc  Test 
applications  were  processed,  and  118  Burial  Permits  were  issued. 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  has  implemented  an  electronic 
process  for  local  Boards  of  Health  to  issue  burial  permits  and  our 
department  has  completed  this  transition  in  collaboration  with  the 
Town  Clerk’s  office. 


The  Board  of  Health  has  been  in  the  process  of  developing  private  well 
regulations  for  the  Town.  This  has  been  an  ongoing  public  process  and 
the  complete  regulations  are  expected  to  be  finalized  and  disseminated 
in  early  2015.  The  application  form  and  fee  schedule  were 
implemented  in  December.

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REPORT  OF  THE  VETERAN  SERVICES  DEPARTMENT 


The  Director/Agent  exercises  a  high  degree  of  responsibility  and 
decision  making  in  the  daily  administration  and  management  of  the 
Veteran  Services  Department. 

The  Veteran  Services  Agent  is  the  person  charged  with  taking 
applications  for  veterans’  benefits  and  for  providing  financial  and 
medical  assistance  to  qualified  needy  veterans  and  their  dependents. 
He  acts  as  the  veteran  burial  agent  for  proper  internment  of  the 
deceased  veterans  and  their  dependents  in  whatever  capacity  he  can. 


Some  of  the  services  provided  are: 


>  The  disbursement  of  monetary  and  medical  benefits  under 
auspices  of  Public  Law  115. 

>  Counseling,  advising  and  assisting  veterans  and  their 
dependents  in  procuring  entitlements  for  which  they  may  be 
eligible. 

>  Assisting  in  housing,  employment,  medical  and  educational 
needs  for  veterans  and  their  families. 

>  Assist  in  job  search  and  alcohol/drug  rehabilitation. 

>  Attend  the  appeal  process  by  veterans/dependents  that  are 
litigated  through  the  Department  of  Veteran  Services. 

>  Investigate  circumstances  of  veterans/dependents  applying  for 
or  receiving  monetary  or  medical  assistance. 

>  Coordinate  with  local  nursing  homes  and  elder  care  facilities  to 
ensure  veterans/widows  are  receiving  proper  treatment  and 
entitlements. 

>  Assist  in  all  patriotic  events  that  take  place  in  the  community. 

>  Act  as  liaison  between  veterans  and  veteran’s  organizations 
and  the  elected  officials  in  the  Town  of  Scituate. 

>  Ensure  all  veterans  graves  and  memorials  are  respected  and 
maintained  properly. 

>  Seek  out  veterans/dependents  in  need  or  unaware  of  available 
benefits. 

>  Assist  to  arrange/provide  transportation  to  veteran’s  hospitals 
or  clinics. 

>  Make  appropriate  referral  for  veterans/dependents  to  Social 
Security  for  SSI,  SSD  and  Medicare.

>  Be  aware  of  all  Department  of  Veteran  Services  practices  and 
procedures  as  they  pertain  to  veteran’  and  their  dependents. 

>  Advocate  on  a  local  level  for  veterans  and  their  dependents.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCITUATE  TOWN  LIBRARY 


The  year  of  2014  was  a  time  of  great  excitement  and  challenge  for  the 
Scituate  Town  Library.  In  December  of  2013,  the  town  voted  to  fund  a 
renovated  and  expanded  library  facility.  The  $12  million  project  is 
offset  by  a  competitive  grant  from  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library 
Commissioners  in  the  amount  of  approximately  $5,000,000.  In 
addition,  the  Scituate  Library  Foundation  has  privately  raised  over 
$600,000  to  date  and  will  continue  to  fundraise  during  the  duration  of 
the  construction  project. 


After  the  successful  vote,  the  Public  Building  Commission  was 
charged  with  the  management  of  the  library  construction  project,  with 
representation  from  the  library  through  Library  Director  Jessi  Finnie 
and  Library  Trustee  Karen  Canfield  (with  Assistant  Director  Toni 
Snee  serving  as  alternate).  The  PBC  first  issued  a  bid  for  an  Owner’s 
Project  Manager,  which  resulted  in  the  hiring  of  Daedalus  Projects  in 
the  spring.  The  firm  was  immediately  asked  to  assist  in  securing  a 
temporary  library  headquarters  as  well  as  working  with  the  Town 
Administrator  to  issue  a  bid  for  an  architect  to  complete  the  library 
design. 


After  careful  consideration,  the  firm  of  Oudens  Elio  Architecture  was 
selected.  Oudens  Elio  set  out  on  the  schematic  design  process  and 
created  a  design  that  is  transformative  yet  functional  and  in-keeping 
with  the  library’s  historic  and  residential  setting.  A  lantern  and 
additional  bays  of  windows  as  well  as  lower  stacks  all  around  allow 
light  to  penetrate  deeper  into  the  building.  A  central  staircase  and 
adjacent  elevator  will  make  movement  between  levels  easy  and 
transparent.  Separate  Teen  and  Children’s  Rooms  will  allow  for  robust 
activity  in  each  area,  while  still  maintaining  quiet  throughout  the 
reading  and  study  areas.  Three  quiet  study  rooms  and  two  bookable 
after-hours  meeting  suites  allow  the  community  to  use  the  library  both 
during  and  after  hours  for  a  variety  of  tasks  and  meetings.  Public 
Forums  for  the  design  were  held  in  mid-December  and  met  with 
positive  feedback. 


In  addition  to  planning  for  the  new  library  facility,  the  library  has  also 
actively  sought  temporary  quarters  for  the  construction  phase  of  the 
renovation.  After  a  lengthy  search  that  included  commercial  property, 
town-owned  buildings,  and  modular  units,  the  library  was  granted 
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access  to  the  Scituate  Harbor  Community  Building  for  the  duration  of 
construction.  This  allows  the  library  to  use  its  temporary  space  budget 
to  make  positive  changes  to  the  SHCB  instead  of  using  that  revenue 
outside  of  town  buildings.  The  library  is  currently  working  on  layout 
design  and  planning  for  the  move  to  this  space  in  late  May/early  June 
of  2015. 


In  addition  to  the  building  project,  the  library  continued  to  be  a 
heavily-used  town  resource.  Over  250,000  items  were  borrowed  over 
the  course  of  the  year,  with  150,000  visits  made  to  the  library  in  the 
same  period  of  time.  Over  13,000  adults,  teens,  and  children  attended 
library  programs,  all  of  which  were  generously  sponsored  by  the 
Friends  of  the  Scituate  Town  Library. 


The  library  held  its  first  Poetry  Contest  in  April  with  hundreds  of 
entries  and  an  awards  ceremony.  The  library  worked  with  the  schools 
to  promote  summer  reading,  and  held  its  first  summer  reading  program 
in  over  twenty  years.  Approximately  300  children  participated.  The 
library  continues  to  collaborate  with  local  groups  such  as  NOAA 
Stellwagen  Bank,  the  Scituate  Arts  Association,  One-Life-at-a-Time 
(job  seeking  and  resume  services),  and  countless  others  to  host 
programs  and  workshops  for  Scituate  residents.  Library  staff  also 
continues  to  offer  their  own  programming  (book  clubs,  story  times, 
reading  and  literary  events,  informational  lectures,  and  research 
assistance  to  classrooms). 


The  library  network  launched  a  new  catalog  in  early  Fall,  and 
improvements  continue  to  be  made  to  make  borrowing  digital  and 
print  content  as  easy  as  possible.  In  the  upcoming  year,  the  library 
network  agreed  to  participate  in  the  statewide  E-Book  Program  that  is 
attempting  to  make  e-books  available  through  an  even  wider  group  and 
allow  the  network  to  make  as  much  useful  content  available  to  its 
patrons  as  possible. 

The  library’s  meeting  space  continued  to  be  heavily  used,  with  over 
500  meetings  by  outside  groups  taking  place  in  this  year. 


Library  staff  and  Trustees  have  greatly  appreciated  the  feedback  and 
support  of  Town  Administration,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the 
Advisory  Committee,  and  a  variety  of  town  Boards,  Commissions,  and 
Departments  as  the  building  project  has  progressed.  Additionally,  the 
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thoughts  and  input  of  the  community  have  been  equally  valuable  as  the 
building  plans  take  shape.  The  library  looks  forward  to  the  continued 
support  and  insight  of  the  community  as  construction  begins  in  2015 
and  the  library  looks  to  a  grand  opening  in  the  fall  of  2016.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 


This  was  another  very  busy  and  productive  year  for  the  Scituate 
Historical  Society! 

Three  important  Community  Preservation  projects  were  completed  this 
year.  At  the  Little  Red  Schoolhouse,  a  new  roof  was  installed  and  a 
replica  of  the  original  widow’s  walk  was  built.  The  Schoolhouse  now 
has  the  look  of  when  it  was  built  in  1893  as  the  first  Scituate  High 
School.  Inspection  and  repairs  were  completed  at  Lawson  Tower  in  the 
spring.  In  order  to  get  as  many  years  as  possible  out  of  the  re-shingling 
of  the  tower  done  about  ten  years  ago,  these  inspections  will  have  to 
be  done  every  five  years  or  so.  In  August  the  Irish  Moss  Shed  at 
Scituate  Marine  Park  was  moved  to  the  Maritime  &  Irish  Mossing 
Museum  by  flatbed  truck,  lifted  over  the  museum  by  a  crane  supplied 
by  David  Glancy  of  Glancy  Crane,  and  placed  on  a  new  foundation. 
This  was  a  very  complicated  project  that  required  a  tremendous 
amount  of  planning.  The  Moss  Shed  is  now  out  of  harm’s  way  because 
where  it  was  located  previously,  it  was  very  vulnerable  to  damage 
from  storms  and  a  failed  seawall  across  the  street.  The  shed  will  allow 
the  Society  to  expand  exhibit  space  at  the  museum. 

June  is  always  a  busy  month  for  the  Society.  All  grade  three  school 
children  from  Scituate  visited  our  sites.  We  have  an  increasing  number 
of  other  school  districts  visiting  our  sites  as  well. 

All  of  the  Society’s  and  town  owned  historical  sites  were  open  on 
Heritage  Days  weekend.  It  takes  fifty  volunteers  to  man  all  of  these 
sites  and  I  am  greatly  appreciative  of  all  of  these  volunteers.  We  also 
opened  all  sites  three  additional  times  this  year  and  many  other  times 
by  special  request. 


We  have  found  that  overseeing  the  town-owned  historical  sites  is 
demanding  more  time  each  year.  The  Scituate  Historical  Society 
oversees  these  town-owned  historical  sites:  Scituate  Lighthouse,  the 
Bates  House,  the  Mann  House,  the  Cudworth  House,  Lawson  Tower, 
and  the  Lawson  Gates  on  Branch  Street.  In  addition  to  our  regular 
budget  request  we  have  included  for  the  first  time  a  small  amount  of 
funding  for  oversight  services  in  our  budget  for  action  at  the  2015 
Town  Meeting.  All  town-owned  historical  sites  are  in  very  good 
condition  due  entirely  to  the  oversight  by  the  Society. 
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Throughout  the  year  we  have  made  the  Little  Red  Schoolhouse  and  the 
GAR  Hall  available  to  town  committees,  boards,  and  commissions  for 
meeting  space.  The  Scituate  Schools  have  also  used  our  buildings  for 
meeting  space  during  the  year. 

It  takes  a  large  group  of  dedicated  volunteers  to  run  the  Society  and  I 
want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  them  for  all  their  efforts  again 
this  year. 

Finally,  in  December  our  long  time  Chairman  of  the  Board  Betty 
Miessner  passed  away.  All  of  our  trustees  and  officers  relied  on  her  for 
advice  and  support.  She  was  totally  dedicated  to  the  Society  and  will 
be  greatly  missed.

Historical  Society 
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REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


The  Scituate  Historical  Commission  is  responsible  for  the 
preservation,  protection,  and  enhancement  of  the  historical  and 
archeological  resources  in  the  Town  of  Scituate.  The  Commission 
undertakes  studies,  prepares  preservation  plans,  advises  the  Town  and 
pursues  a  range  of  other  actions  to  protect  the  community’s  historic 
resources.  The  Historical  Commission  is  subject  to  Massachusetts 
General  Law  Chapter  40  Sec.  8D. 

Highlights  of  activities  that  took  place  during  2014  include: 

•  Organized  the  Commission  by  electing  as  Chair  -  Doug  Smith, 
Vice-Chair  -  Arthur  Beale.  Elizabeth  Miessner,  Stephen 
Litchfield  and  Reid  Oslin  serve  as  Commissioners.  Michael 
Cuneo  serves  as  an  Associate  Commissioner.  Harvey  Gates 
serves  as  liaison  to  the  Community  Preservation  Committee. 

•  Prepared  Community  Preservation  Committee  recommendations 
and  ratings  on  applications  pertaining  to  historic  resources. 

•  Reviewed  an  application  for  listing  the  First  Baptist  Church  on 
the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places. 

•  Prepared  a  report  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission  and 
the  Agricola  Corporation  regarding  the  impact  of  a 
Telecommunications  Antenna  Monopole  on  Tilden  Road  on  the 
Egypt  Litchfield  Houses  Area.  This  was  in  response  to  Section 
106  National  Historic  Preservation  Act  of  1966  review  sent  by 
the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission. 

•  Completing  the  oversight  of  the  restoration  of  the  North  Scituate 
Railroad  Passenger  Canopy. 


•  Reviewed  the  condition  and  preservation  plans  for  the  Town’s 
Tercentenary  Signs  that  were  placed  in  Scituate  in  1930.  A  plan 
is  underway  for  the  restoration  of  these  nine  signs. 
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•  Reviewed  plans  for  a  Mixed  Use  Special  Permit  application  for 
50  Country  Way  and  the  impact  on  historical  assets  on  the 
property. 

•  Met  with  representatives  of  the  Scituate  Public  Schools  on  the 
design  option  on  the  Gates  School  for  renovation  and  expansion. 
This  option  was  not  selected  as  preferable. 

•  Implemented  the  Demolition  Review  By-Law  to  protect 
significantly  historic  structures  in  Scituate.  Reviewed  five 
applications  for  demolition.  None  were  considered  preferably 
preserved  and  were  not  subject  to  demolition  delay. 

•  Responded  to  various  inquires  by  local  citizens  regarding  historic 
structures,  burial  site  questions,  bridges,  markers,  and  buildings. 

•  In  addition,  a  partial  listing  of  historical  resources  in  the  Town  of 
Scituate  is  now  available  by  connecting  to  the  Town  of  Scituate 
web  site  and  visiting  the  Historical  Commission  web  page. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Selectman  John  Danehey  for  his  support  of  the 
Commission  as  the  Selectman  Liaison.  I  also  want  to  thank  my  fellow 
Commissioners  for  their  efforts  and  hard  work. 

It  is  with  sadness  that  I  note  the  passing  of  Elizabeth  Miessner  who 
served  for  many  years  as  a  member  of  the  Historical  Commission.  Her 
work  as  a  dedicated  citizen  of  Scituate  should  serve  as  an  example  to 
everyone  in  Town  on  the  importance  of  civic  participation.  She 
simply  wanted  to  make  Scituate  a  better  place  and  I  am  grateful  for  her 
service  on  the  Historical  Commission.  She  will  be  missed. 

I  would  like  to  note  the  cooperation  of  the  Scituate  Historical  Society 
in  assisting  the  Historical  Commission  with  its  work.  As  a  community, 
we  should  be  tremendously  proud  of  the  historical  assets  of  Scituate 
and  make  every  effort  for  their  long  term  preservation.

REPORT  OF  THE  BEAUTIFICATION  COMMISSION 


Changing  weather  patterns  resulting  from  global  warming  are  having 
serious  local  consequences  for  all  of  us,  who  must  cope  with  ever 
worsening  summer  drought  conditions.  In  2014,  the  growing  season 
began  with  a  rainfall  deficit  that  grew  worse  through  October,  as  rain 
averaged  less  than  an  inch  per  month,  when  an  inch  per  week  is 
needed.  This  placed  an  even  greater  than  normal  burden  on  our 
volunteers  to  keep  Town  gardens  and  islands  blooming  and  healthy. 
Yet,  this  they  did  with  glorious  results.  We  thank  them  for  their 
continuing  dedication  to  preserving  our  image  as  a  beautiful  and 
charming  New  England  seaside  community. 

The  Commissioners  administered  Beautification  programs,  as  we  do 
each  year,  with  the  following  results: 

Adopt-a-Lots  -  Volunteers  planted  and  maintained  24  small  gardens 
on  Town  property  or  traffic  islands.  The  cost  of  our  annuals  for  these 
Adopt-a-Lots  increased  about  10%  this  year,  resulting  in  a  total 
expenditure  of  $2600.  Other  islands  have  to  be  maintained  by  a 
professional,  who  is  under  contract  to  plant,  prune,  mulch  and  clean  up 
these  gardens  for  $6000. 

Merchant  Program  -  A  total  of  58  merchants  took  advantage  of  our 
stipend  to  plant  flower  pots  or  boxes  at  their  businesses,  14  more  than 
last  year,  at  a  cost  of  $2900. 


Renovations  and  Replacements  -The  Adopt-a-Lot  at  Egypt  Beach, 
one  of  our  oldest  gardens,  was  renovated  by  removing  the  plants, 
refurbishing  the  soil  and  replanting,  with  a  few  additions.  Planting  will 
be  completed  in  the  spring. 


Regrettably,  a  beautifully  matched  pair  of  Alberta  spruces  in  the 
garden  at  the  Tax  Office  parking  lot  needed  replacement  due  to  an 
infestation  of  mites.  A  pair  of  handsome  “Castle  Spire”  hollies  now 
grows  in  their  places. 


We  purchased  a  Kousa  dogwood  in  accordance  with  our  goal  of 
adding  a  tree  every  year  to  Scituate's  greenscape.  It  was  planted  in 
Lawson  Common.  Total  expenditures  for  renovations  and 
replacements  were  $1300. 
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Railroad  Crossing  Islands  -  We  spent  $  2200  to  plant  replacements 
in  the  crossing  islands.  Maintenance  of  the  Town’s  14  railroad 
crossing  islands  is  paid  through  a  contract  with  a  professional 
landscaper.  The  contract  is  for  $  3700. 

Ship  Shape  Day  -  Our  Spring  clean  up  day  was  held  a  few  weeks 
early  this  year  because  spring  growth  is  beginning  earlier  and  Easter 
break  came  very  late.  We  were  fortunate  with  the  weather,  however, 
and  enjoyed  an  enthusiastic  turn  out  of  volunteers  at  least  as  large  as 
last  year.  Nearly  half  of  the  trash  collected  was  recycled,  saving  the 
Town  both  collection  and  disposal  costs.  We  spent  $500  on  supplies 
such  as  safety  vests  and  gloves  for  the  clean  up. 

Recruitment  -  Of  all  the  challenges  we  deal  with,  finding  new 
volunteers  to  serve  on  the  Commission  is  the  toughest.  Yet,  if  the 
Beautification  Commission  is  going  to  continue,  additional  volunteers 
are  essential.  Our  accomplishments  are  the  result  of  the  work  of  eight 
individuals  committed  to  our  mission  of  enhancing  the  beauty  of 
Scituate,  and  to  the  goals  that  help  us  achieve  that  mission.  Each  one 
comes  to  meetings,  takes  on  responsibility  for  projects  and  fulfills  that 
responsibility.  I  am  immensely  grateful  to  each  of  them  that  I  can 
count  on  their  active  participation.  We  have  been  a  great  team  and  we 
will  be  even  better  with  the  energy  and  enthusiasm  of  some  new 
members.
